General Chiang Kai-shek has issued the 
following open letter addressed to the people throughout 
the country on the secret pact concluded between Wang Ching- 
wei and Japan:;- 

Recently, Chinese and foreign newspapers 
published a humiliating document known as the “Principles 
for the readjustment of new relations between Japan and 
China" which Wang Ching-wei and the Japanese had concluded 
in Shanghai and was taken to Tokyo by Inoukai with 
the conditions submitted by Wang Ching-wei to the Japanese 
for the creation of a puppet regime, and the reply from the 
Japanese. 

I am sure that the people throughout the . 
country, after reading these documents, will have gained a 
deeper insight into the treacherous sohemes of the Japanese 
and Wang Ching-weii Through the revelations made by these 
documents we can riow understand the underhand activities 
between the Japanese and the puppet authorities during the 
past few months and the results of the discussions held by 
the Japanese Asia Development Board a month agoOe Before these 
documenta were published, we were slrerdy convineed thet 
Wang Ching-wei would unhesitatingly barter away the whole 
nation and the life of China's future generntions» 

I want the people to study these documents 
esrefully snd then to reed my speech of December, 1938, 
denouncing Prince Konoye's stntement. A comparison between 
the “Principles for the readjustment of new reletions between 
Japan and China" end Prince Konoye's statement will prove 
thet my criticisms made a year ago re correct, I declared 
ot thet time that Japan's re=l d2sire wos to annex the whole 
of Chine and to annihilste the Chinese peopte and that. Prince 
Konoye's statement was an ndmission of Japan’ ambition ‘to. 
dominate East Asin and then to conquer the world. To-day 
my words hve been proved to be correct. The "Principles for 
the reajustment of new relations batween Japan and China" 
gives definite shape to Prince Konoye's statement. 

This p-ct between Jnpman and” the -puppet, - 
authorities is ten times more severe than the 21 BDemends 
and even harsher than the mensures edopted by Japan to 
enslove Koren.s. I firmly believe thot ll righteous-minded | 
Chinese people cennot help being infuriated upon reading 
such - document. 

During the pest yecr Wang Ching-wei hss been 
shamelessly propagating 2 peace which, he states, will not 
harm China's independence or liberty; he hes also been 
clemouring for “good rel-tions with neighbouring countrics, " 

a “common frent sgeinst communism" -nd"*an economic rapprocheme: 
From the pact concluded b2tween Wang Ching-wei .and the 
Jnprnese, We con understend the significence of these three 
expressions which, for the benefit of the people, I shrill 

put briefly as follows:- 

The so-called "good relntions with neichbouring 
countries" means the incorporation of China with Japan.” 

Tho "common front agrinst communism" is tantemount to the 
maintaining cf » perpetual garrison in Chiria by Japan. The

expression "economic rapprochemant"® is nothing less than 
the economic domin-tion of Chinn by J-pan. This is what 
Japen expects efter Vang Ching-wei hes ensleved China, 

I heve no desire to elucidate one by one all 
the hersh terms contained in the pacts; I will, however, 
deal with gome of the more important points, Firstly, let 
us examine some of the main points:- 

(1) Under the theory of "constructing a New 
Order in East Asia" and "good relations with neighbouring 
countries," it is intended to bring about rapprochement 
emong Japan, Chink and Mancimkuo. The day that such a 
rapprochement is effected will sce an end to the indepen- 
dence of our country. 

(2) It is proposed to demark North China and 
Mongolia as 9» region for a strong union of n-tional defence 
and economic affairs and the creation of 2 special military 
ond politicsl status in Mongolin.s Now, let me ask, whose 
notional defence 41s meent by this so-called netional defence? 
Can Chinn be mlled an independent country when she hrs to 
create s speciel stetus in her own territory for the 
co-operation with Japan in the matter of national defence? 

(3) The creation of a region in the Lower Yangtze 
for close economic co-operation simply means that what China 
Possesses belongs to J-pan and wh-g China owns Japan has the 
right to take. 

(4) The crestion of special positions on islends 
along the South China coast will mean the cessstion of free 
trade between Chinn ond foreign countries and turn thot 
rsgion into a Japfnese bese in the event of 2 war between 
Japan end any European Power on the Pacific or Indian Ocenns. 

Secondly, the section dealing with “good 
relations with neighbouring countries" contain the following 
points3- 

(1) Infinite rapprochement. 

(2) The edoption of chain-like measures for the 
whole scheme. The "chain" is tantamount to the fettcring of 
future generstions. 

The term “infinite rapprochement" is one newly 
invented by Japan. Wang Ching-wei hes said that he under- 
stands the general outline of Prince Konoye's statemant, but 
does he realize that Japsn is demanding “infinite rapprochement’ 
Wang Ching-wei's newspaper organs have shamelegsly announced 
that economic co-operation would be limited, but the Japanese 
went “infinite rapprochemant." What does the word “infinite" 
mean? We have a term in Chinese meaning "boundless completenes~" 
Therefore the word *infinite"* means "boundless" or "endless". 
Apart from affiliation, there cen be no rapprochement between 
two sides of such = boundless or endless character. Such.a 
rapprochement would be nothing less than subjugation, 

(3) Before Japan and Manchukuo can respect the 
sovereign and territorial rights of China, the puppet regime 
must first recognize Manchukuo.e Can recognition of Manchukuo 
Statc be regarded as showing respect towards the sovervign 
and territoriel rights of China? Shina does not need respect 
for her sovereign and territorial rights from the pupp2t state 
of Manchukuo, which in rerlity forms p-rt of China's territory. 
Is such respect mentioned vy the Japanese » kind of jest or 
is it to be of the nature of sm insult? 
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(4) The suppression of propaganda and 
education as well as of political administration, commercia. 
affairs and foreign policy that are detrimental to mutual 
co-operation and friendship between the two countries meanc. 
in other words, that all matters or events in China that 
are regarded as unfavourable to Japan should be suppressed 

(5) In her relations with third Powers, China 
Should adopt a policy that does not violate the fundamenta. 
principles for mutual rapprochement and co-operation betwee ! 
China and Japan. This is tantamount to asking Ching to 
listen to Japan in all matters relating to China's diplomac: 
in other words, it deprives China of her freedom and 
inde pendence, Does not this mean that China is to be 
converted into a Japanese protectorate? Moreover, Japanese 
advisors are to be employed by the new Central Covernment 
who will be detailed to those places where strong 
co-operation is necessary and to specially désigated 
arease This means that Japan desires to place China 
under her supervision through the medium of these advisors. 

(6) Co-operation in cultural assimilation and 
inventions means that China will hereafter be deprived of 
her independent culture and be denied the right to make 
new cultural inventions. 

(7) In the measures governing the so-called 
"joint defence,” co-operation not only in the joint 
suppression of communism but also in the joint maintenance 
of peace and order is stipulated. This term "the joint 
maintenance of peace and order" can only mean the conversion 
of the whole of China into garrison areas for Japanese 
troops, and that Jepan will have the right to station 
troops in any part of this country... 

(8) The stationing of Japanese troops in North 
China and at various strategic points in Mongolia for anti- 
communist purposes; the conclusion of a military alliance 
ageinst communism; the recognition by China of Japan's 
right to station werships at various specially designated 
parts slong the Yengtse ond on various islends in South 
Chine by the Japanese fleet --- all these pleces are far 
AWeay from Soviet Russi2z, J-pan's imaginary foe, therefore 
the term “enti-oommunicem" is not applicable, For this 
reason, the term "joint mnintenrmoe of peace and order" 
ia employed to fit the case, - 

Aocording to these mensures, J-pan reserves 
the right to secure for military purposes control of ve 
railweys, aviation, cammunications along leading waterways 
and herbours in the nre*s wherein Jrpanese troops sre - 
stationed, while China's military and police and defenée 
preparations by China ere to be reduced to the minimum and 
must be carried out with the co-operation of the Japnrnese 
AaAdviso0Trse Wh-t does this “*co-operation" mean? Tetarig 
nothing but supervision “nd control. 

(9) Now let us examine the meaning of the go- 
called economio rapprochement. It first demends mutual 
guarentee and then an economic alliance. It sims nt the 
scizgure of all the economic resources of China and the 


control of her finnncial nnd economic polioy as well as 
her Customs tariff. 
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(10) As regards the matters relating to the 
development of China's resources, the Customs tariff, 
aviation, canmunications and meteorology, a pact is to be 
reached which will be entirely in accordance with the 
requirements of Japane 

(11) As for the development and utilization 
of resources, Japan will enjoy special facilities in North 
China and Inner Mongolia; similar facilities are to be 
granted to Japan in the development of special resources 
at other places. The so-called co-operation in the 
management of communications in China covers aviation 
facilities throughout China and the railway centres in 
North China, including the Lunghai Line, as well as coastal 
navigation and alohg the Yangtse and other communication 
facilities in North China and along the Lower Yangtse. 

All this means that Japan desires to seize 
all that China possesses, including the control of every- 
thing that is necessary for the maintenance of the livelihood 
of our fellow countrymen, thereby placing them under absolute 
SlaveryYe 

Les} these measures should be incomplete, it 
Was noted in the “remarks® oolumn that a close discussion 
should be held with the Japanese authorities. In addition, 
the measures contain detailed provisions concerning the 
relations between the puppet Central Government on the one 
hand and the “Reformed Government” in Nahking, the Provisions1 
Government in North China and the Mongolian Government on the 
other. The principal object of these measures is to 
facilitate the gradual disintegration of Chinese territoryi 
What has attracted the close attention of the people are the 
Paragraphs referring individually to amoy and Hainan 
Island. According to these paragraphs, Amoy is to be 
converted into a special administrative area, while on 
the other hei, Japan is to be recognized as having special 
rights to deal with aviation, navigation and communication 
facilities on the islanad, to develop and utilize all the 
special resources of the island for national defence 
pur poses. This ia tantamount to the perpetual cession 
of these two places to Japanese 

The paragraphs also refer to certain specially 

designated isles along the South China coast. We should 
realize that all this meens that Japan intends to use China 
to finance her adventures in the north and the south. 

A study of this secret pact. reveals the faet 
that it is far more poisonous and comprehensive than the 
Twenty-One Demends that were submitted to the late Yuan Shih- 
kai by Jepan in the 4th Year (1915) of the Chinese 
Republice If these humiliating terms are accepted, China 
will be plunged into a hopeless state, while the 450,000,009 
desoendants of Emperor Huang Tih will have no more hope for 
survival and Bast Asia end the world will be faced with a 
great oalamitye 

Yet Weng Ching-wei, a heartless person, gladly 
signed this pact on December 50 last yenr. 

Fellow countrymen, does this pact mean peace 
or is it one that has sold the nation? Is it a pact that 
Will lead to a readjustment of diplomatic relations between 
the two countries or is it one that contains terms 
humiliating to the nation? Will the enforcement of the 
terms stipulated in this pct assure the independence and 
freedom of Chine or will it lead to the complete deprivation 
of China's independence and freedom?

1) As from this month, the employees will be given a 

monthly rice allowance of 43 each, 

2) The original bonus equivalent to three days! pay will be 
hereafter granted as a permanent allowance, Another 
bonus of three days' pay now demanded will be called a 
provisional allowance and will come into effect as from 
January 1 next yeare 

3) AS regards the protection of our employment, the 
management will not dismiss any worker unless verbal 
warnings have been given him, The number of warnings, 
however, is not certain. 

4) Measures will be devised in connection with the issue of 
annual bonus to the employees. A definite r&Sply in this 
respect will be given to the employees before the end of 
the year. The management will not disappoint the 
employees. 

To secure co-operation between the capital and 
labour, and knowing that protection of the company means 
the preservation of our livelihood, we have regarded for 
the time being the above reply as satisfactory, but a 
full settlement of the dispute has not yet been effected.

THE .UESSTION OF THE SAFETY OF THE FOREIGN SETTLEMENTS

are the Foreign Settlements in Shanghai safe? 
To obtain a reply to this question, we heave 
first to atudy the following pointss-~ 
We should examine the circumstances that 
had brought about the blockade of the British and French 
Concessions in Tientsin and the International Settlement 
at Kelsngsu. We imow thet the Tientsin blockede is only 
a prelininéry step towards the seizure of the rights and 
interests of Britain, France and other Powers. If this 
step proves successful, J&pan will become more aggressive}; 
in thet event the safety of the Foreign Settlenats in 
Shenghei will be in doubt, 
Will the blockade succeed? What does Japan 
expect to derive from the blockade? 
According to a Reuter's telegrem from Tokyo 
dated June 16, Japan will not lift the blockede until 
the British accept the following four conditions:- 
3 Joint search for terroristic elements. 
2) Suppression of enti-Japanese elements. 
3) No further meddling with the economid 
errengements méde by the Provisional Government in North 
Chine, 

(4) The handing over of the $50,000,000 
in silver in the reserve of the Chinese banks. 

Will the authorities of the British Concession 
accept these denfnds? They are not in a position to comply 
with these demands, It is not because of their regard for 

@Shinese rights and interests or for the purpose of 
Vv protecting the Chinese patriotic clements that the British 
¢* will reject these dem@nds, but because they realize that 
oncg the demands are accepted, Japan may resort to similar 
steps to enforce furthor demands on Britain and soon 
Britain will lose all her interests in tha Far East. That 
this surmise is not absolutely groundless is proved by 
the fact thet Japen had at first demanded only the 
extradition of the four patriotic Chinese claments, but 
afterwards the number of demands incroased as if Japan 
Was determined to push on with her dem®nds until the 
withdrawl of the British Consul in Tientsin. Whether or 
not Britain will be able to safeguard her intercsts in 
the Far East will depend upon her attitude in the present 
affair. Wo knew that Britain will never abandon her 
interests in the Orient for the British residents in Tientsin 
have been ordered to remain calm and patient. We should 
not mistake patience for submissiveness. We believe that 
the British residents will not bow to force, 

So far as the present conditions are 
concerned, the following ere the serious problems that are 
now confronting the British Concession authorities in 
Tientsin s~ 

(1) The increasing activities of the agitators 
end instigators, 


(2) The continued shortage of foodstuffs. 

(3) Tho proposed visit to Japanese graves by 
J@pancsc residents and reserves. 

However, we belivve that so long as the 
British residents romain calm end patient, the blockade 
will not heve any serious effect. This does not moan that 
patience will create a kind of mysterious force which will 
break the blockade, When we study the Far Eastern 
situation, we should pay attention to the developmen ta 
in Burope; the two are closely connected with each other. 

Sovict Russia is willing to join the Anglo- 
Fronch militory poct in order to assist Britein ond Frenco 
in deeling with the Buropean situation, but the views 
held by Britain 5nd Sovict Russia ore widely difforont 
Still we belicvo that a militery pact by these threo nations 
will be signed, for they have to unite for the sake of their 
own interests. 

Sometime ago, the British Conservative Party 
suggestcd the holding of a round table conference in the 
hope of continuing negotiations with Germany @nd Italy. 

On the surface this might apper a slight upon Sovict 
Russia, but in reality, it indicates the cagerncss of 
Britain to come to an understanding with Sovict Russia. 

One thing must be noted when the problem 
ef the safety of Shanghai is considered. Although Japan 
is teking action &gainst Britein end Frence, she hos no 
intention at present to provoke Amorica. american 
steamers have never been searched by the Japenese ond 
prior to the blockade of the British Concession in Tientsain, 
Japan sont a note to the 4merican Consul in Tientsin asking 
for his understanding of the measure. This is clo2r proof 
that Japan has no intontion ot presont to provoke america, 
Japan h2s made certain concessions in the Kuloengsu affeir 
Bimply becéuso america is involved in the casa, 

Britain is the leading Power in the 
Intemetional Settloment of Shanghai, tut amorios has 
also interests in the oijity. Japan will have to pay 
attention to this point in case she desires to teke action 
aghinst the Intemationol Settlanent. This is one of tha 
reasons why we hold the view that there will be no danger 
for the sefcty of the Foreign Settlements of Shanghai for 
the timo being.

According to reports issued by the Bean and Rice 
Trade Guild, the rice in various godowns in the past is shown 
as follows +- 

In May 601,344 bags of rice were reduced to 562,192 bags. 
In June 578,959 bags of rice were reduced to 436,427 bags. 
In July 399,902 bags of rice were reduced to 231,337 bags. 
The figures for August are not yet known. 

According to this report the rice stocks in Shanghai 
are decreasing sharply, but actually the rice in Shanghai 
should not be reduced to such figurese These reports are 
thus not to be relied upon. 

Now the S.M.C. nas notified the 77 rice godowns, 

7 of them in the French Concession, that an examination will 
be carried out. These rice storages include banks, native 
banks, godowns and private warehouses. Among the banks that 
undertake mortgages on rice are the Bank of China, the Bank of 
Communications, the National Industrial Bank of China, the 
National Commercial Bank, the Shmghai Commerchél and Savings 
Bank, the Sincheng Banking Corporation, the Sin Hua Trust and 
Savings Bank, etce, while among native banks are the mume better 
known Tse Kong aM, Heng Fong (12 ¢ }, Tsen Fong (& 4.)

Ni Hai Chow Kan ‘4 }4A mM), a weekly magazine, published the 
following article in its issue of May 25 :- 


STRANGE ADVENTURES OF A BAR BOY 


The hair of the No.l boy of a certain bar on 
a certain road is always smoothly and carefully combed. 
To-day all his hair has been shaven off. In reply to a 
query, the Noel boy said that it was a consequence of his 
having seen a model. Asked to explain how this could have 
had anything to do with his baldness, the boy told the 
following story, which he swore to be true in every respect:- 

"At 4 pem. yesterday while I was gambling in 
@ 8mall secret gambling den in the neighbourhood, a large 
number of Chinese and foreign policemen raided the place and 
rounded up all the inmates, 21 in number, including 6 women. 
We were taken to a nearby foreign Public Safety Bureau and 
locked up in a temporary cell. A few minutes later, a 
foreign inspector came. He spoke Shanghai dialect fluently. 
He interrogated us and said, ‘Why do you gamble and why did 
you send a telephone message asking us to arrest you? I, for 
one, like to play. (While speaking, he made gestures with 
his hands as if playing poker cards). I had nothing to do, 
now you come along to bother me}! 

“After interrogating us in a group, he tackled 
us one by one. He asked each man whether he had any 
previous convictions and took finger~prints. If he found 
out by the finger-prints that a man has had a previous 
conviction, he again put the questions ‘Have you had any 
previous conviction?’ The first man who was found out 
by him to have had a previous conviction had replied, 
feigning ignorance: 'I cannot remember. It seems that 
I have not had any previous conviction.' This reply 
infuriated the foreign inspector whereupon he raised his 
vig hand and slapped the man several times. Thereupon the 
rest of the men became frightened and admitted to previous 
convictions. 

“after the interrogation, a free bath was 
taken. The six women were the first to be told to remove 
all their clothing and were taken to a temporary bath room 
wherein there was neither bath tub nor window. Several 
policemen took up a hose and turmed the water on the six 
temporary models; nearly every part of their curve line was 
touched by the water. Needless to say, the six females 
were dazed by the treatment, but we were also dazed by what 
we gaWe The six women were then told to leave the roon, 
their bodies still dripping with water, but as there was no 
towel, they had to stand in the wind to dry themselves. 

Our turn came next and we were subjected to the same 
treatment. After we had dressed, the policemen took us 
to another room to have our hair dressed. It was here 
that my hair as well as that of my comrades was shaven off. 
At about daybreak we were transported by truck in three 
vdatches to another foreign Public Safety Bureau and there 
a foreign inspector ordered us to pay a fine of $10 each.”

The fact is beyend any doubt that the majority of the 
Population of Shanghai are now in a very difficult position as 
fer as the possibility of mainteining a docent living standard 
is concorned. 

This has been eaused mainly by the extraordinary and 
eontinual rise in prices of all commodities of first necessity 
during the past three yoars. Classes of the population which 
formerly could by no means be regarded eas poor, have new become 
such, as tho difference betweon the earnings and cost of Living 
has beeome enormous. 

As a rosult, a Shanghaflander having speolal qualifications, 
experience and references ef a valuable worker is now fereed to 
live in very straitenmed oirgumstanecos, despite all his qualifi- 
eations. He even eannot afford to renew his wearing apparel, 
maintain his health in good sondition, mast be content with a 
geanty food and keep his family, including ohildéren, in miserable 
cirgums tances. 

The question ef providing food to children has now acquired 
& wpeeial acutemess. Priees of foodstuffs, especially of those 
of good quality, aro now sky high and children ure sompelled to 
consume various substitutes.

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The eoonomic orisis, through which tho majority of Shanghai 
population are now passing, oontinues to become moro and more saoute, 
and a series of proliminary measures taken by the Authorities have 
so far failed to have the offect expected by tho authorities and 
population, and eat present new measures of a moro radical character 
are being worked out for the regulation of economics of this city. 

Ne avo of the opinion that, dospite of all the difficulties 
presented by wartime conditions, it is possible to bring about a 
certain standard situation in this respect, especially now whon all 
the powers of control have been concentrated in the hands of the 
Municipal authoritios. 

The example of Tientsin, Peking, Dairen and Harbin shows that 
by a systomatia application of measures for the regulation of the 
economic life, great and effective results oan be achieved. 

In those cities, despite tho difficulties of war time, eaonomics havi 
been 4irdoted along a definite sound oourso and the population is 

no longer in the position when it is impossible to make both onds 
meote Both prices of foodstaffs and supplies are strictly 

regulated there... resident kmowsthat the products he requires will 
oost the samo price today, tomorrow, one or two months afterwards. 
At the samc time, hoarding of products, which is so common in 
Shanghai whore, as if by a given signal this or that commodity 
suddenly vanishes from the market, has been completely done away 
with. 

The Shanghai Muniolpal authorities still have to carry out an 
extensive work in connection with tho organization of sound coonomie 
lifo here. At war time it is inevitable that the population has to 


suffer certain privations. This is undorstecd by all, but the 
wanton activities of unserupuleous merchants and industrialists and 
profiteers must bo done away with in a most regolute mannor. 

Tho programme of establishment of New Order in Great East Asia 
means in the first plaee establishment of a sphere of prespority 
and weli-being, and undoubtedly this beaig and most important point 
of reforming activities will be sarried out.

OR vears, ever since the Japanese Army spread 
its power to this city, the JRussian emigre daily 
Shanghai Zaria jas doggedly denied accusations of 
pro-Japohiism. Consistently, in the face of sardonic 
smiles, it maintained that it was a purely commercial 
newspaper with no political platform except antagon- 
ism to the Soviets. Last week the Shanghai Zaria 
was placed in the strange position of having to. 
defend itself against charges of anti-Japonism. 

The accusation was flung in a rip-roaring thre2- 
column, spread by the Far Eastern Times, Nipp3n- 
backed Russian daily published in Hongkew. Seiz- 
ing on a Zaria puzzle column which printed a quo- 
taticn from the Russo-Japanese War song “On the 
Hills of Manchuria,” the Times interpreted the puzzle 
as subversive agitation to whip up anii-Japanese 
feeling in the Russian community. The Zaria’s work- , 
ers, the Times proclaimed, are ‘“naranotacs and: 
mopes.” 

In denying all anti.Japanese intentions, the 
Zaria gently pointed out that in the past it has 
been accused of being “anti” most everything 
else. But its reply contained one of the most 
surprising attacks on the Japanese ever printed 
locally. The article said, inter alia: 

‘*.. The same paranciacs and mopes, the re- 
presentatives of the highest Japanese authorities.” 

Next day the Zaria hastened to explain that in‘ 
this particular instance its seemingly new editorial:

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MAYOR FU NOTIFIES REGARDING NANTAO COURT'S JURISDICTION OVER 
RUSSIANS, 


The S.M.C., Consular Body and dxecutive Yuan of the 
Nanking Government have been notified by Mr. Fu Siao-en,“ayor 
of wee Greater Shanghai,of his order regarding transfer of all 
court cases,both civil and criminal, involving Ruasian resi. = 
dents in Shanghai,to the Nantao District Court and not to any 
other courts in the French Concession and international Set- 
tlement. 

Mr, N.A. Ivanoff,Shairman of the Russian Emigrants 
Comaittee, has notified of the same order all representatives 
of organizations affiliated to the Committee. 

fhe day before yesterday Mayor Fu's order was publish- 
ed in the “Central China Daily News", official organ of the 
Nanking Government, and in the “Sin Shun Bao", 

in the order in question Mayor Fu points out that Rus- 
sian emigrants are subject to jurisdiction of the Nanking Go- 
vernment. The main object of the order is to tranafer the ju- 
risdiction over Russians,in connecticn with all civil and cri- 
minal cases, to the Nantao District Court,irrespective of the 
various Chinese courts functioning within the foreign settle- 
ments under the jurisdiction of the Chungking Vovernment. 

The order referred to above was issued by Mayor Fu to 
Chairman of the Russian Smigrants Committee on “eptember 14, 


and now he has officially notified the S.M.C. and Consular Bo- 


dy of his order.

indifference towards the speculators, the authorities 
in Hongkong and in Malaya have entirely different

present is published by 0,V, Tembich Publishing Company, The 
same company publishe@ two newspapers in Harbin ‘ "Harbin Zarial 
and “Rupor"™) and one in Tientsin ( "Nasha Zaria"), It is report- 
ed that,for reasons of a political nature,the two Harbin news- 
papers are conducted independently by G.N. Shipkoff and E,5, 
Kaufmann respectively who are partners of the 0,V. Lembich Pub- 
lishing Company, 

Being essentially.a commercial enterprise the "Shange~ 
hai Zaria” has never been associated with any particular poli- 
tical faction of Russian emigres except for the fact that it 
is an emigrants’ i.e, anti-Soviet newspaper, In connection 
with this attitude the "Shanghai Zaria" was in the past cri- 
ticised by the rightist elemants of the local Russian communi- 
ty for vefing lukewarm in political metters,

The "Russian Annals* (Rusakiya Zapiski), a bi-monthly 


literary, scientific and political review in the Russian 
language, made ite firet appearance in Shanghai in June, 1937, 
Enquiries show that this journal is the continuation of the 
"Contemporary Annals® which was published in Paria for about 
16 yeare but ceased to appear recently owing to financial 
difficultiee. 

Upon the initiative of a group of Russian residente in 
Shanghai it was decided to resume the publication of the 
extinct journal under the name of “Russian Annals® in Shanghai, 
where printing expenses are considerably lower. The old board 
of editore in Paris which includes several pereons well 
known in the Ruseisn literary world abroad, continues to 
function, while Mr. W. Fruhauf, Ruesioen, residing at 421/10 
Avenue du Roi Albert sssumed the duties of the reeponsible 
editor in Shanghai. 

The Shanghai group offered their cooperation and financial 
aseiatance on the condition that the journal should devote 
a certein amount of space to Far Eastern affairs. Thie idea 
wee welcomed by the board of editore in Paris. Moreover, 
their sim ie to secure a similsr cooperation of Russian 
emigree throughout the world and thus to make the journal 
their central organ. 

In an editorial preface to the firet issue it was ,declared 
thet the journal in question would follow the traditions of 
the "Contermprary Annale* which wae recognized one of the beat 


Ruesian publications abroad. Ita political physiognomy is 


described in the following termer- 
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"In political matters we refuse to side with any of the 


existing political factions. We do not defend the programme 
of any particular political party, but we wish to be faith- 
ful to certain basic principles and at the same time we 
recognize full freedom of research work directed towarde the 
reslization of theee principles. To Ruesian intelligentzia 
theee principles mean,of course, their traditional eervice 
to the cause of freedom and truth. To defend theese principles 
at preeent, when they are continually disregarded and violated, 
becomes our duty. With great attention we follow various 
efforts directed towards the creation of new social forms and 
we endeavour to praticipate in these efforts. We welcome 
ell that ie good in Russia, we endeavour to lock in the face 
of reel Russia through the mist ofofficial falsehood and 
oppression of the present regime. We are with the Russian 
people whowseeuttartad under the communist yoke; we are 
with the Russian intelligentzia, both old and new, who 
courageously build up the Russian national culture. Russia's 
hangmen, however, will find in us their moet irreconciliable 
enemies,*

‘Ceases Publication 


The Russian newspaper “Slovo,” 
established here in 19%9, cessed its 
exis‘ence yesterday. No reason for 
this was given by the publishers, 
‘who notified the public that the 
| publication of the paper would dis- 
continue from November 25, 1941. 

The publishers thanked their em- 
ployees, advertisers. readers and 
friends for their co-operation in the

"SLOVO", Russian daily newspaper. 


The Russian daily newspaper "SLOVO" was established 
in January, 1929 and from March 1931, Mr. I.M, altadukoff 
has been its sole proprietor. It was edited by Mr. P.I. 
Zaitseff until September 22, 1937 when he severed his connections 
with the newspaper, after which Mr. Altadukoff, the publisher, 
assumed the editorial duties as well. 

Although “SLOVO was never associated with any 
particular political faction of Russian emigrants, the 
rightist tendencies of this newspaper have been apparent. 

In 1936 and 1937 insinuations were frequently made 
in local Russian newspapers “Novosti Dnia” and the "Novy Put* 
regarding the alleged pro-Japanese attitude of the "SLOVO". 
There are good reasons to believe that similar allegations 
were also made in secret reports submitted to the local 
Chinese authorities by certain Russian groups and individuals 
who for various reasons were hostile to "SLOVO" or its 
editor. In this connection. it is reported that during the 
earlier part of 1936. a warrant was issued by the local 
Chinese authorities for the search of the premises occupied 
by the editorial offices of "SLOVO", but that the French 
authorities refused to execute the warrant. 

It appears that the allegations regarding the pro- 
Japanese attitude of *SLOVO* were mainly based on the 
connections which are reported to have been existing between 
Mr. Zaitseff and Ataman Semenoff and certain Japanese circles. 
However, whatever Mr. Zaitseff's personal sympathies might 
have been, his newspaper recommended to the Russian community 


to maintain the strictest neutrality during the Sino-Japanese 


hostilities in Shanghai in 1952 2+ ~elj] during the recent 
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In matters relating to the internal life of the local 
Russian comsunity “SLOVO" always supported the Russian 
Emigrants Committee and advocated the unification of all 
Russian public and charitable organizations around this body. 

In an editorial article dated 26.6.37(3000-th issue 
of the newspaper) the political attitude of "SLOVO" was 
described in the following termss 

“From the very first issue of the newspaper, we defined 
our policy, set clear tasks before ourselves and went in 
for carrying out definite aims, and throughout the publication 
of 3000 numbers up to this day, we have not once changed 
our programme. ‘Ye have never compromised in the bas#ic, 
essential and vital policy of the newspaper, 

“Having styled ourselves an organ of Russian independent 
national thought, we have actually been that all the time 
and under all circumstances and in all, at times tragic 
in their difficulty, conditions of our work. 

"Considering that the foundation for a Russian indepen- 
dent national press organ is irreconciliability towards 
communism and its promoters, we made this formula our purpose 
for the unification of Russian and foreign society in the 
struggle against the world-wide danger of communism. 

“This defined our attitude towards all manifestations 
and events, both in the U.9.8.R. and in the whole world, 
and of course, towards all manifestations and events in the 
midst of Russian emigrants. Wver since the first issue of 
the newspaper on January 7, 1929, it has been our principal 


not 
i task to struggle day in and day out, so as/to @llow the 
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ditch between communistic and national groups of various 
countries and peoples to be filled. 

“In this our policy and task, we have never shown 
any hesitancy, and have never permitted even a thought 
of any compromise, and we also never spared anyone who 
whether voluntarily or involuntarily attempted to fill 
the ditch between us and the communists. 

"Hence is derived our tolerant attitude towards all 
attempts of building up definite programmes, which paragraph 
by paragraph define ways and means of uniting Russian 
emigrants. 

“We did not believe in these programmes and were 
indifferent to all recipes of saving Russia, no matter 
where they come from, maintaining that the only thing that 
was important was irreconcilability towards communism, 
and that interior Russian process of mutual co-operation 
with the world-wide process will lead us to that stage, when 
we, being supported by the forces, which have rejected communism, 
and have entered the life-giving, active contact with the 
anti-communist forces in Russia itself, shall be able to 
diagnose correctly in political sense to such an extent that 
an indisputably correct political recipe for the freedom 
and regeneration of Russia will be found. 

“From this point of view we have been rejecting all 
emigrant theories of filling the ditch. 

“It was clear and apparent to us that sooner or later 
there will be an awakening in the whole world from the 
international idea, which has enslaved for a time the world, 


and that a triumphant, growing in strength, victorious 
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return of the national idea will be come that of the world. 

"Our assurance could not have been misjudged. It has 
come to be a reality. And now, we, the Russian nationalists, 
are already becoming an active factor in the world process 
and there is no doubt that we, the Russian nationalists 
abroad, will become an important organizing and creative 
factor in our Motherland, when the hour will strike, which 
is not far off and in which there will be an avalanche of 


the doomed red power.®

out Brench papers , was a sussian emigrant. in those articles is 
outlined his useful work in the political section of the irench 
Police, which has been noted by his superiors. 

BUT EVERY RUSSIAN NALTLONALIST , who has no’ denounced the Russian 
name , remembers well the ° useful work " of Mr. ijimelianoff which 
is here laid out , that on one dark night on #tebruary 9 , 1938 he 
broke into the house of U.I. Goustoff , the well known Russian 
patriot , had him arrested and put him on the Greek ship " ano Vati" 
‘chartered by the s@yiets , on which Goustoff was sent to Wenchow

With smelianoff's assistance , many xHussian public workers were 
compelled to give an assurance under threats , not 60 participate 
in any political work aimed against the volshevist-the allies of France. 
it was also with his assistance , that Goustoff's followers were 
expelled from the voncession. 
Now let us see this man ~ iimelianoff - , who by the way does not hide 
the fact that he is a member of the Great wastern masonic lodge , and 
is encouraged by his superiors for his evident enmity towards National 
Russia and for his other anti-Hussian activities.

Mrs. Konovaloff was also ordered to 
leave Tientsin. 


Arriving in Shanghai on January 
7, Mr. Konovaloff, former adviser 
to the Chinese Government and. 
more recentiy Commissioner of 
Peiping Customs, kept in seclusion. 
‘He avoided giving interviews to the 
press, and it was only a few days 
ago that he received reporters. 


He denied all charges against him 
which had resulted in his short 
d2tentign in North China and con- 
sequent deportation. It was alleged 
that Mrs. Konovaloff made frequent 
trips to Soviet Russia. and was 
“apparently an agent of communi- 
cation between Moscow and Lenin- 
grad on one side, and Paris, Stock- 
holm and Berlin on the other.” 


In addition, it was alleged that 
the Konovalofis had a relative in 
the USSR. “one Jdanov,” who 
was Stated to be an important com- 
munist worker of the Comintern at 
Moscow. 

It is believed that this reference 


was to Andrei Jdanov, member of 
the Supreme Council’s Prasidiuin of 


there is no other public officer 
hamed Jdanov occupying any post 
of importance in the USSR. 
Andrei Jdanov is also the secretary 
ef the Moscow Committee of the 
Communist Party. 


Mr. Konovaloff yesterday denied 
any relation whatsoever not only to 
Andrei Jdanov, but stated that 
neither he nor Mrs, Konovaloff were 
related to any person bearing such 
a name in any part of the world. 
He stated that from the time of 
his arrival in China from Soviet 
Russia in 1924, his wife did not at 
any time visit the US.S.R. 


“T have never dealt in politics in| 
any way," he declared, “and all: 
accusations against me and my wife 
ere too absurd to deserve a denial, 
as many friends will testify.” 

Mr. Kopevaloff's arrest caused 


widespread anxiety among his many te da 

friends scattered throughout. the vA 

‘Far Bas where he is ‘well known| (f 
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Mr. Konovaloff was appomted to 
a position in the Chincse Maritime 
Customs before the turn of the cen- 
tury, in 1897. He first spent six 
months in Ichang as the fourth as- 
sistant, after which he was trans- 
ferred to the Peiping Customs. 


It was during his stay in the 
former capital that the Special 
Customs College was founded in 
Peiping, and he was immediately 
asked to teach the Russian language 
in this school. 


He accepted and remained in this 
post until 1900, after which he was 
appointed the personal secretary to 
Sir Robert Hart, called the “Grand| 
Old Man of Chinese Customs.” 
Three years later, he became the 
Commissioner of Customs at Ying- 
kow (Newchwang), where he re- 
mained until the occupation of this 
port by the Japanese. He was then 
sent back to Peiping, and made a 
Commissioner of the General In- 
spectorate of the Customs. 


In 1907 he tock part in the talks 
between the Russian and Chinese 
Governments with regard to the 
opening of Customs in Harbin, and 
became the first Commissar in this 
city when the Customs were estab- 
lished later. 


In 1910 he became the technical ; 
advisor to a Chinese mission which j 
went to St. Petersburg to discuss! 
the Treaty of 1881. 


He later became an adviser to the 
Chinese Government Board of 


Control in Peiping when, with the 
formation of the Salt Monopoly, this 
board was reorganized, and at the 
close of the World War in 1916, 
became a member of the Inter- 
national Board which took over the 
affairs of th: Chinese Eastern Rall- 
way. He remained at this post until 
1924, when the board was dissolved. 


After he had retired in 1928 he 
remained in Peiping for another 
five years, and left China for | 
Europe in 1988, returning in 1935. 
‘The outbreak of hostilities in 
North Chine in duly, 1937, caught 
Mtr Konovaloff on the verge of 
leaving China for good. His trunks 
were already packed at the time of 

the Lukouchiao Incident. 


Mr. Konovaloff is planning to sail 
shortly for the south of France to 
rest. 

Mr. Konovaloff first saw Shang- 
hai in 1915, when there was prac-: 
tically no such thing as a Russian 
colony. Few Russians resided here 
besides Mr. Laptev, Russian Consul- 
General, and employees of the 
Russo-Asiatic Bank, Customs, and 
the consular staff. 


There were many ‘i ne fF other 


nationalities in Shanghai, however. Already 
built and functioning were the Shanghai Club, 
Country Club, the Librfary, banks, shops, 


shipping companies, etc. 

The Russian Concesgion in Tientsin, 
formed in 1900, was run on much the same lines 
as the International Settlement here. The 
Russian Municipal Council was comprised of 
foreign Councillors of Several nationalities,

nussian resident in Peiping, who was deported from that city 
recently because,it is alleged, he always had been keeping 
apart from sussian emigrants and their affairs,but at the same 
time,according to official information,had been engaged in cer- 
tain uffairs of an " international" character. 

* as to Chilikin's citbunkesihey can be described as 
bolshevist endeavours to widen ‘the gap between those who honest- 
ly serve the xussian cause in tientsin and those ,wno are in an 
Opposition to this cause because the latter affects the pockets 
of rich people refusing to contribute towards the common wel~ 
fare. 

sonovaloff's case has the importance of a question of 
principle. it shows that the United Russian Organization in 
North Uhina is vested with authority in a degree sufficient to 
embrace the entire life of Russian enigrants,to govern and 
direct if and to isolate those stussian emigrants who,for rea- 
sons of a political or selfish nature, refuse to recognise .the 
cause, which all xKussian anti-communist emigrants must support, 
namely=- active struggle against communiam,. 

Lo participate in this struggle is not the business of 
some specialists only. it is everybody's duty. ‘therefore,the 
United “%ussian Organizations in North China insisted that eve- 
ry one must fulfil his duty,- some by personal work and others- 
by their financial contributions. ‘thus, all emigrants have 
been wOBiLISHD, 

therefore, «ussian emigrants in North China constitute 
a POWER. this explains the mad struggle against its influence 
on the part of Uhilikin and those who are with him.

Konovaloff, Russian emigre. form2r 
adviser to.the Chinese Government 
and later employed by the Chinese 
Maritime Customs in Peiping, was 
arrested in the northern city Dec- 
ember 22. He has not been heard 
of since. 

His arrest resulted from his re- 
fusal to comply with the orders of

Taking advantage of the favourable circumstances, the 
Russian emigrants in the Hast have indulged in great poli- 
tical activities, Representatives of Japan, the nearest 
participants of the anti-communistic bloc to this section 
ot emigrants, are co-operating in the said activities, in 
the opposition to communism an idealistic mutual help has 
been achieved and made a reality. And it is apparent that 
this work on the lines in question will be successful only 
if from either side there will be no irresponsible actions, 
which in some way or another spoil or bring, so to spexk, 
discord into it. 

We do not admit the possibility of such actions on 
the part of our Japanese friends. they are not possible 
because the representatives of the Japanese people, in 
contact with whom we carry on our political activities, 
carry out the general politics of Zapanese Wmpire and intfro- 
duce into life the guiding principles of their leading 
Government centres, 

However irresponsible actions on the part of undisciplined 
representatives of Russian emigrants, much to our regret, 
still occur and these extremely complicate the course of the 
general political work in its Russian section. these actions 
are very much like the actions of a soldier, who when strictly 
prohibited to fire unless ordered to do so, suddenly fires 
at the very moment when a shot fired would spoil the plan 
of a given military action, 

At the moment we consider m.N. Iretiakoff'spy generally 
known publication made in local Russian newspapers yesterday 
as being such an irresponsible action. 

this action is one of an irresponsible person who does 
not want to consider anyone or anything. it interferes with 
the general plahb of activities, causes a natural surprise 
and finally it places people and organisations comprising 
the strength of Russian bnti-communistic unification into 
amost awkward position, l 

this action reminds one to a great extent of an officer 
about whom the following is related when he is said to have 
shouted at his sguad of excellently marching men: 

“All you scoundrels are not marching in line- 1 alone 

_am marching in line! " 

Mi.N. Tretiaxoff is not even an officer of the “emigrants'" 
squad. He is only an ordinary member of the emigrants family. 

And when he shouts that all of us, or at least the section 
of Russian emigrants, which is friendly with the Japanese, 
are not marching in line with him and only he does so, this 
causes annoyance and makes one wish that this man be compelled 
to act not as he personally desires, but as is required by 
the general trend of our activities. 

We Bave no means to compel. But in this instance there 
is good reason to regret it, At the same time we can only 
hope that those who have and understand the possibilities, 
will see to it that the irresponsibility of individuals similar 
to that of m.N. Tretiakoff be dealt with in due course.

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In Passage 696, which belongs to the Tsun-Kee Hatate 
Company, poor Russian families have been residing for 8,10 
and Iz years at a time. iith the opening of the ‘vayside 
district these tenants returned to their homes in a state 
of destruction. ‘he house-cwners immediately demanded rent 
payment from them which they have been paying as from siarch 
1938, she destroyed roofs, burnt up window frames, etc. 
have not been repaired and the house-owners emphatically 
refuse to repair any of the houses which sustained damage 
during the hostilities. where is no water or light. Every- 
thing has been cut off as the house-owmers consider that 
water ccsts too much and one can live without it. Even the 
fire hose is barricaded. With the arrival in Shanghai of new 
emigrants the house-owners are demandin; that the Russians 
should vacate the houses immediately and have gone as far as 
terrorising them and saying that they do not wish to rent 
the houses to Russians or Japanese, as a matter of principle, 
The Shanghai Municipal Council has been collecting rates from 
these poor people all the while, although the lavatories and 
general dirt are seldom removed. The tenants have appealed to 
the Shanghai Municipal Police for protection, but were told 
that it is not their business, Similar replies have been 
given in the Shanghai Municipal Council and the Russian 
Emigrant organizations, Winter is approachins and the 
house-owners are throwing the poor people on the street, as 
there is no accommodation available anywhere. We draw the 
attention of the Japanese Authorities to the above free hand 
action and we trust that they wil] take some steps for the 
protection of the|lawful rights and requests of the tenants, 
and that the free hand action of the house owners of the fsun- 
Kee Estate Company will be curtailed, 
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Restricted Admission into North China 
of Jews from Germany and Italy. 
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The entire world of humanity, with the exception 
of the Communist U.5.S.H., taking into consideration more 
and more the terrible danger of contamination of communism, 
Slowly, but peristently introduces measures of anti-communist 
nature. North China, in view of the present state of the

whole of China, which is conducting a merciless war 
against communism and acting on the basis of stricity 
anti-communist principles, is also adopting measures 
of safeguading itself from comrunistic contanination. 

By so doing North China is clearing up its 
national and state affairs and by affording protection 
to its population against red contamination, at the 
same time gives protection to foreigners, residing 
within its territory, by safeguarding their interests 
from being destroyed and annihiltated by communistic 
forces and destructive red influence, 

In consideration of this, the authorities of 
North China have been compeiled to give special 
attention to the increasing influx to the Far Hast 
from Germany, Austria and Italy of Jews, who are being 
expelled from these countfies as element suspected of 
communism, and which may, moreover consider North 
China as part of country favourable to be made use of 
for some kind of ,ersonal gain, detrimental to the 
State, 

Information to hand indicates that about 6 to I2 
Jews, expelled from the above named countries, have 
alreacy arrived in North China, Yientsin in particular, 

The local Jewish community received them, but is 
exhibiting much anxiety as to how to accommodate these 
Refugees. “ 

faking into consideration the anxiety of the 
local Jewish community in the matter of the arriving 
refugees from Europe, which affects the prosperity of 
the local Jewish residents as well as ir. view of the 
present political (anti-communistic) and economic 
state of North China, the Peking Government and the 
Japanese Military Authorities, who are looking after 
and giving protection to the Province have had to come 
to a conclusion that an unlimited influx of Jewish 
refugees into North China will be detrimental to the 
country and therefore have decided to restrict the 
admission of Jews expelled from Germany, Austria and 
Italy for reasons that firstly if there will be too 
great a number of these refugees in North China this 
will result in them becoming a burden to the Jewish 
residents of North China. from the point of view of 
affording a friendly protection this may prove for the 
permanent Jewish residents of North China also a thing 
with negative results, which are not desirable to the 
Authorities of the Province, 

dn the second instance there may be amongst the 
refugee Jews from Europe a considerable percentage 
of red element, which will increase the conmunistic 
contamination in North China, and this is absolutely 
inadmissible from the point of view of the anti-commu- 
mistic Authorities of North China, 

There are in Tientsin about I000 local Jews, of 
which number 700 have been registered in the Anti-Com- 
muntstic Committee. Therefore an increased number of 
Jews, who would be divied into groups and would not 
be on good terms amongst themselves, would interfere 
with the peace and good order of the Province and cannot 
be permitted, 

Consequently not only the Japanese and Chinese are 
disquietened about the influx of Jewish refugees from 
Burope, but also certain foreign¢g wircles exprees in this 
matter quite logical objections. In view of this the 
authorities of North China have notified the Far Eastern 
passport centres such as Tangku, Shanhaikwan, Harbin and 
Shanghai to give special attention to the matter of 
admitting Jewish refugees into north China.

In connection with the 25tn anniversary of the 
existence of the International settlement of Shanghai 
on September 21,1938 coupled with two other great 
jubilees i.e. the 95th anniversary of tne existence ot 
present day shanghai and the 85th anniversary or the 
institution of the shanghai Volunteer Corps, a historical 
data review is given in the above entitled article, the 
last paragraph of the first part of it reading as troliowss- 
6) The Anglo-Saxon predominance and reign in the municipal 
Gouncil of the Settleement have tor many years been severly 
criticised by Uhinese, Japanese and other nationalities 
residing in the Settlement, but deprived of the rights to 
participate in the affairs of the city, which demandea 
a more international administration with an increasea number 
of representatives of other nations in the vouncil, inere 
are no grounds for the refusal of these demands by the rate- 
payers, however, the question of reform had not been raised 
and the regulations, established 75 years ago, which nave 
become ancient and have lost sense, continue to exist, 

the section dealing with the present status of snangnal 
reads as follows in briefs: 

"Since august I3,1937, i.e. thejopening of nostilities, 
a large district of the international Settlement ot snangnai, 
extending to the worth and north-¥est from ooochow vreek 
tround itself in the sphere of military operations and in it 
prevails the control of Japanese Military authorities. .sinis 
control does not affect the »rench Concession ana the part 
of the international Settlement south of the soochow vUreek. 

rhe territory occupied is governed by the vapanese 
Naval Landing Parry, the Japanese Police and wendarmerie 
and the yvapanese Consular Police, 

Between the Council of the international settlement 
and the vonsular Body on the one side and the vapanese 
Authorities on the other, there exist great aiittrerences or 
opinion with regard to the new status of shanghai in parti- 
cular and that of Uhina in general. 

these differences of opinion arise trom the roliowing:- 
(I) un January 4, 1938 the Japanese authorities presentea 
to the shanghai municipal council a number ot demanas 
pertaining to the change of the existing status. un February 
I5,1938 the British, french and american Authorities declinea 
the Japanese demands re the reforms to be effected in the 
Muncipal Council of Shanghai and continue to regard snangnai 
as their colony. 

(z) On January 23,1938, General Iwane Matsui, Commander- 
in-vhief of the Japanese Troops in ventral China, stated that 
foreigners do not wish to recognise the strength ot Japanese 
troops in shanghai, although they realise very well that it 
is useless to oppose Japan and it is best to entrust the 
protection of foreign interests to her, 

“All that happens in Shanghai is within the spnere of 


“my responsibility. in principle I do not recognise the 


neutrality of foreign concessions in Shanghai. inerefrore i 
personally intend to extend the sovereign rignts of Uhina 

to the foreign settlements as well", In an interview with 
Mr, Woodhead, representative of the sritish Press, in seb- 
ruary, 1958, General matsui said: ‘If members otf the british 


Parliament regard Shanghai like nongkong, this mignt 
lead to serious conflict between Great Britain ana 
Japan," 

(3) Un March 10, 1938, General sniiroku HATA, 
the new Commander-in-Uhief of Japanese sorces in ventral 
Ghina, in an interview with journalists expressed the 
views that a conflict with foreign rowers is possible 
only in the event of their interference 1n the military 
operations of the Japanese army. 

(4) General matsui and General nata nave always 
shown great care in tke problem of the anternational 
settlement and have repeatedly said that the vapanese 
Army is prepared to support the new regime in ventral 
China providing the latter will maintain rrienasnip with 
Y“apan and declare a war against nuomintang ana tne 
vommunist Party. 

(5) On March ee, 1938 the Japanese Prime Minister, 
Prince Konoye, when questioned in the nouse of vommons 
stated that at present it was difficult to say wnat 
would be the limit of operations of the Japanese Army. 
“All that I can say is that Japan has rirmly aecidea not 
to cede one inch of the territory occupiea by vapanese 
troops. she Government is also making preparations to 
exploit industrial and economic riches of tne occupiea 
territories." 

(6) In a Peking newspaper the 'Sin-Min-Pao", 
expressing the views of Chinese tiovernment circies of 
north China in its issue of vanuary <5,1958, an articie 
was published entitled. ‘abolition ot cettlements ain 
shina", in which it was stated that vapan intends to help 
China to get rid of extraterritorial rights ror roreigners 
by the same means as it was achieved in manchukuo,. 
the article remarked that "Japan, whicn has undertaken 
to improve conditions in China and to become victorious 
in the Bacred struggle, and also to take back ror vnina 
all the concessions as they are only harbours tor criminals 


jand are filled with the worst type of peopie", 


un October <5, 1938 it was learnt tnat certain 
agreements had been reached between the Japanese Authorities 
and the Shanghai Municipal vouncil in matters pertaining 
to livening up conditions of living in the worthern area 
ot Shanghai, north of soochow vreek, 

Mr. Akagi has been appointed Japanese Assistant to 
Commissioner of Police of the international settlement, 
who will have charge of the Police in northern area anda 
aiso of the Police stations in occupwed territory. 

it is to be hoped that following this, ail other 
questions will also be favourably settled, tnese involving 
cleanliness, the lighting of the streets and the payment 
of tdunicipal rate, which had not been paid by the greater 
majority of persons up to now, as the occupiea territory 
did not make use of any municipal services. 


in the third section dealing with shanghai or the 

future, the newspaper states:- 
“Authorittative sources indicate that Japan, which is 

the stabllising factor in Asia, is primarily corcerneda 
in making Uhina an independent state and in such 
circumstances the existence on her territory or roreign 
settlements and concessions is a shameful and inadmissible 
fact for a Great Power,

Having undertaken the obligation to improve 


conditions of living for the population of Unina 

and to assist its Government in all matters, it may 

be expected in the near future that the unequai treaties 
and extraterritorial rights of foreigners in the territory 
ot Unina will be abolished, 

this will first of all atfect +ientsin, Snangnai and 
Canton. Such measures of the Reformed Government of Unina 
will probably give rise to protests fram the zoreign rowers, 
but tney will have to accept this measure,

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PAPAN-CHINA CONFLICT, 
(Speech of Mr. Fujiwara, Japanese Representative 
at the International Vongress of the “Worla Service” 
at Erfuhrt, on September I4, 1958). 


Addressing the above Congress, mr, Htujiwara, extensively 
referred to Japan's collabppation with the 'World Service" 
movement in opposing Jewish influence in general and in 
his country and China in particular. ne maintaineo that 
the Jews who had settled down in Japan were gradually 
indindating the country with a type of literature designed 
to offset the existing state of things, etc. and claimed 
this to be a menace, He furthermore stated that the pre- 
sent contlict has also been instigated by the Jewisn and 
Masonic elements in Uhina and that Japan nad to protect 
herself against the common enemy and telt sure that Japan 
was really fighting Masonry, whose representative Uniang- 
Kai Shek is, than china as a country on the whole. ne 
also referred to China's friendship with the soviet Union 
and the spread of communism in the country in consequence 
particularly since the Sian affair, when Uhiang nai Snhek's 


life was in danger unless he agreed to co-operate witn 
the Soviet, 


Mr. Fujiwara puts the biame of the Japan China conrlict 
on China, who is alleged to have provoked the conrlict 
by trequently attacking Japanese troops ana tne massacre 
of peaceful residents including women and chiidren. Japan 
did not really wish this conflict to become general, but 
it was forced upon her when in august 1957 Chinese attemptea 
to exterminate 20.000 Japanene residents ana grown tnem in 
the Yangteze; moreover they were always penetrating neutral 
zones established five years ago by vapan and other vureat 
Towers, etc. Japan had to defend herselr against this 
Bolshevist movement. He emphasized that the war nas been 
inspired by masonry although there are stiii peopie who 
are inclined to believe that Japan is engaged in tne con- 
tlict tor her own advantages and to extend ner possessions, 
He begged the Congress to announce to the entire worla 
that had the Japanese not accepted the chaitenge of tne 
Chinese Masons, they would have been expeliea trom Uhina's 
territory and China would have become solshevist, such 
was the aim of the masonic influences. ne added tnat tne 
Japanese are not fighting vthina, but Uhina's government in

With reference to the application for registration 


of the weekly paper “Russian Voice", Mr. A.A. Purin (pen name 
A. Antonoff), the responsible editor, was interviewed at 
headquartera on September 28. Asked regarding the general 
policy of his paper, he explained that the main objects of the 
"Russian Voice" were (1) to expose the harmful activities of 
the Comintern and (2) to unify Russian anti-communist elements. 
He admitted that his group hoped to obtain a subsidy from the 
Japanese Military Mission in Shanghai for the publication of 
the paper and mentioned that similar arrangements were in force 
between Russian anti-communist groups and Japanese Military 
Missions in Harbin, Tientsin, Tsingtao, etc. He made no attempt 
to deny the pro-Japanese character of the "Russian Voice 
explaining it by the “realities of the situation® and also 
by the fact that Japan opposed communism. In his capacity of 
responsible editor, Mr. Furin continued, he would do everything 
in his power to keep the paper within the bounds of maderate- 
ness, to avoid publishing any matter likely to prejudice 
the good relations between the Russian community ‘and the 
authorities of the foreign settlements and to refrain from 
anything that might lead to a breach of peace and order or 
come within the term of "mud-slinging*. 

He was of the impression that in view of the fact 
that he had been connected with the Japanese since 1910, 
having formerly held certain responsible posts in the Russian 
Far East and also participated in the activities of the 
International Anti-Communist League (established by Mr.Ober, 


Switzerland), his opinion carried a certain amount of weight 


with his Japanese friends and therefore he hoped that he 


would be able to insist that the "Russian Voice" abide by the 
policy outlined above, so long as he remained its editor. 

In reply to a question as to what was likely to 
happen if registration were refused, he said that in all 
probability the paper would be published in the Northern area 
and that no doubt ita policy would be entirely different from 
the present. Mr. Purin also added that he would not accept 
the post of editor of an unregistered paper. 

Among other things Mr. Purin said that it was the 
general opinion among Japanese military circles that the 
Settlement and French authorities would never grant registra- 
tion to an antiscommunist publication. Not sharing this 
opinion he would be very glad to show the registration form 
for his newspaper to his Japanese friends as a proof of 
absurdity of their assertion. 

In conclusion Mr. Purin stated that should the 
Police object to certain articles in the "Russian Voice* 
he would welcome their advice in this connection and would be 


glad to do all in his power to eliminate such articles,

The first issue of the "Roussky Goloss" contains & 
pages; its size is 35/48.5 oem.

Extract from leading article in “Roussky Goloss" 

The weekly “Roussky Goloss" is being published with 
the object of providing the groups of Russian emigrants in 
Shanghai, avowing a national and clearly anti-bolshevik attitude, 
with a newspaper organ, responding fully to their aspirations. 

In the face of the provocative activities by bolshevik 
agents, the Russian emigrant is conscious that he is without 
protection for the anti-bolshevik Russian Press of Shanghai does 
not give him the impression that it is struggling seriously 
against this work of disintegration. 

Certain articles on this subject have appeared recently 
in the "Shanghai Zaria," but these are only amusing pamphlets, not 
serious and which have absolutely failed in their purpose. 

We fully realize that in a city like Shmghai, there 
is a confusion of political interests amongst the great Powers. 
The national interests of the Russian residents do not always 
correspond with the interests of certain Powers. For this 
reason, Russians should keep apart and not meddle with anything. 

It does not mean, however, that Russiens, subject to 
the jurisdiction of these authorities, are to forget the reasons 
which had forced them to leave their country. To renounce their 
political creed, the struggle against their enemy who has widely 
spread his activities abroad, and the necessity of reorganizing 
their forces for the liberation of their land --- one cannot, 
even for administrative and political reasons, compel us definitely 
to renounce all these ideas. 

On the other hand, numerous questions concerning the 
domestic life of the Russian colony are, we wonder why, passed 
over in silence and the situation becomes more complicated and 
embroiled. The Russian Press pays no heed to intelligent, 
independent and impartial criticism, and this is the reason 
why development of any social activities among Russian emigrants 
has failede

We do not want to limit our work to seeking a solution 
of the problems which concern only the Russian colony of Shanghai. 
We want it to be known as widely as possible that under the 
Russian national flag which flies in every part of the world 
live and work united and well led Russians. 

The time has come to deploy pur forces for the 

This movement has been marked by 
the creation of a new international force, the formation of the 
anti-communist bloc composed of Japan, Italy and Germany. We 
are confident that other Powers which have also suffered through 
communism will not hesitate to join these three Powers.

activities of the sn-called “Russian National Union," the 
leader of which was D.I. Goostoff. Following the closure of 
the magazine “Parus" by the French authorities in December, 
1937 and the subsequent deportation of D.I. Goostoff, its 
editor and publisher, from Shanghai to Yenchow, the group in 
question transferred their activities to the Jananese occupied 
area of the Settlement. From that time on there have been 
continuous discussions of the plan of establishing a purely 
political press organ, an “organ of struggle against communisn, " 
Which would step in the place vacated by the magazine “Parus", 
Accordine tn information, the Gonostoff group. enraged 
by the action taken by the French Police in respect of their 
leader. at first advocated the idea of publishing a paver 
absolutely immune from any interference on the part of the 
French and Municipal Police. i.e. edited by a Jananese in the 
area under the Jananese control. Apparently, neither the 
Sanction of the Japanese authorities nor sufficient funds could 
have been obtained, and the scheme was abandoned for a time. 
Recently a plan originated of establishine a large 
Javanese daily newspaper in the Russian language and many 
rumours regarding this subject are still current in the Russian 
community. a 
As Was reported previonsly (vide attached copy of 


renort dated 22.8.38) the removal of the “Graphic Printing & 
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Publishing Co., formerly owned by Goostoff, from the French 
Concession to 211 Yangtszepoo Road was the first practical 
step towards the realisation of the much discussed plan of 
publishing a Russian anti-communist paver in the area North 

of the Snochow Creek. The eqvipment of the "Graphic Printirm 
and Publishing Co." is revorted to be now the property of the 
Javanese who have paid certain debts incurred by Goostoff. 

It is also reported that the Goostoff group decided to start 
the publication of the “Russky Golos” having only very limited 
funds at their dispnsal, in the hope that in future. if the 
paper in question is approved by the Jananese. a subsidy might 
be secured from then. 

The fact that anrapplication is made for registration of 
this paper seems to indicate that it is not intended to be of 
a violent nature, as might have been anticipated. This is 
confirmed by the generally moderate tone of articles appearing 
in the first issne,. 

Attached herewith are summarized translations of a series 
of articles from the "Russky Golos" which give @ general idea 
of the political physiognomy of this publication, the main 
features nf which are:- Russian nationalism, irreconciliably 
hostile attitude towards communism and support of the anti- 
communist group of powers = Janan, Italy and Germany in their 
struggle against common enemy. the Comintern. 

Nicolas Ivanovich DJOGALIN, supposed editor of the "Russky 
Golos," is a Russian 32 years of age, native of Vilna. He 
is reported to have left Russia for China in 1922 and to have 


Subsequently resided in Harbin and Mukden for many years.

According to his own statement, he served in the Russian 


Detachment of Marshal Chang Chunez Chang'a/for about 6 years, 
He arrived in Shanghai from Mukden in July, 1935. Having 
been unable to secure a position here, he left Shanghai for 
the Narth in May, 1936 with the intention of proceeding 

to Mongolia in order to settle in the country. In LankXchowfu 
he Was arrested by the local Chinese avthorities and was 
detained there until November. 1936 when he was released, 
thanks to the intervention of the Russian “misrants' Committee, 
and deported to SGhanrhai. From August, 1937 to March, 1938 
he served in the Russian Volunteer Company attached to the 
French Police, after which he claims to have been employed 

in the “Graphic Printing & Publishing Co.” He has no 
previous experience as a journalist and editor and seems to 
be utterly incapable of working in this capacity. There 

is no doubt whatever that he is a mere pawn in the game, the 


actual editors of the newspaper in question being, for various

Summarized translation of articles of interest from the 
first issue of “RUSSKY GOLOS", Russian weekly newspaper. 


1. Leadine Articie. 


"Commencing the publication of weekly newsparer 
“Russky Golos®*® we intend tn solve thereby the problem of 
creating a press organ which would fully satiafy the needs 
of politically active elements of the national thinking, 
uncemproemisingly hostile towards the bolsheviks part of 
Russian emigrant population in Shanghai. 

Clearly perceiving the incessant provocative and 
disintegrating activities of the bolsheviks, assisted by 
their willine and unwilline agents, and heartily wishing 
these activities be properly checked, a Russian emigrant 
does not see amy attempt in this direction on the part of 
the lincal non-bolshevist press. 

We, of course, understand that in Shanghai, where 
the interests of almost all great powers are intermingled 
and where the political aspirations of a considerable part 
of Russian emigrants officially dn not concide with the 
general trend of foreign policies of certain of these 
powers, - Russian emigrants in their political activities 
in the Settlement and especially in the French Concession, 
have to manoeuvre somehow, to conform themselves to local 
conditions or simply to keep still and quiet. The 
ddministrative and Police aspects of a colonial policy 
always differ from conditions prevailing in the parent 
atate, and it would be futile for Russian emigrants to 
question the propriety of this or that action of any 
colonial authorities. 

This, however, dnes not mean that Russians, who 
are living under the jurisdiction of these authorities, must 
forget why they had left their Motherland, i.e. forget 


their political credo, their golitical struggle against their 


a ae: 

enemy, the network of whose activities covers all 
foreign countries, forget the task of the preparation 
of cadres for service to our Motherland liberated from 
the bolshevist yoke. Zven the letter of local 
administrative and police regulations cannot demand 
frem us to forego this our right......." 

Advocating, in resvect of the inner life of 
Russian emigrants, the necessity of a "healthy, impartial 
and independent criticism, irrespective of whether or 
not this criticism is liked by the party concerned", the 
author of the article declares that the attention of the 
“Rissky Golos" will not be confined to local affairs only. 

"Being a part of Russian emigrants scattered 
&ll over the world, we understand the necessity and 
importance of their organized activities, Therefore, 
we wish tn create a situation when it would be clear to 
everyone that under Russian national flag, which can be 
geen in all parts of the world, live Russtans who are 
united in one powerful body and are directed from one 
centre. 

Time has arrived when our desire to facilitate 
by our actual participation the cause of liberating our 
Motherland, becomes a tangible possit@ity. 

This moment was marked by the appearance on 
the anti-communist front of a new power, the power of 
international anti-communist union of Japan, Italy and 
Germanye 

We believe that all nations which have in any 
way experienced the evil of commnism, will join this : 
Union, as would Russian people do, if it were not chained by 
its communist rulers. 

From this our belief follows our attitude towards ‘

2. Article entitled “Dah Dan Government of Shanghai," 
Outlines the main principles of the Dah Dar 


Government, which is alleged to be pursuing the aim of

Vassily alexandrovich CHILIMKIN kkussian,was born on

29-10-1892 in Kiazan Province,tussia, Prior to 1913 he is re- 
ported to have been working as a journalist in uoscow after which 
he proceeded to Vladivostok wnere he was engaged in commercial 


pursuits for some time. in 1921 he went to Harbin where he re- 
sumed nis journalistic activities. tie first published a weekly 


ussian newspaper entitled "Commercial telegraph" and in 1923 


started the publication of a daily newspaper "Kopeika", uring 
the three years of the publication of the latter newspaper its 


political colour changed from "White" to pro-sSoviet and vice- 
rerga to suit tne conveniences of the editor and,consequently, 
Uhnilikin acquired the reputation of being a political opportunist.

had obtained certain funds from an unknown source. Wuring the 
ensuing two years the “Novosti sonia" gradually increased the 
number of its pases and since 1937 has appeared ina 12 page 
edition. . 

the political physiognomy of this newspaper as well its 
attitude towards various practical proolems with which the local 
Russian comaunity is faced are difficult to define.

SUBJECT s Anti-Soviet leaflets distributed in Shanghao on 
November 7, the occasion of the 20th anniversary of 
the establishment of the Soviets in Russias 

Anti-Soviet leaflets were distributed in Shanghai on November 
7 on the occasion of the 20th anniversary of the establishment of 
Soviet power in Russia. A certain number of these tracts were 
sent through the mails to representatives of the local Russian 
and foreign coionies. Others were secretly distributed along 
Avenue Joffre and Avenue du Roi Albert. One of the leaflets 
sent through the post was addressed to the Commissioner of 
the Settlement Police, 

These brochures appeal to Russian emigrants to unite 
themselves and to be prepared for the final struggle against 
the “satanists” who are the oppressors of their country. A list 
of persons whom the Russian emigrants can consider as their 
enemies in Shanghai is also given. This list enumerates the 
names of different representatives of official and commercial 
establishments of the Soviet Union in Shanghai, as well as 
the collaborators of V. CHILIKIN's Russian publication 
“Novosti Dnia." , 

There is every reason to believe that these tracts and 
leaflets were published and distributed by the RODZAEVSKY

“Few people know that,apart fron ladweemnd—wtier | 
gambling dens, the so-called "mills" continue to func- 
tion in Nantao,as well as in the Settlement and “rench 
Concession. "Mills" are apartinents where gumolers are 
gathered by eneterprising clubnen from time to time for 
playing the “chemin-de-fer" and other games. 

the illegal nature of such enterprises makes it ne- 
cegsary for their organizers to frequently change resi- 
dences,utilizing one and the same place for the period 
of not more than two-three days. Gamblers are “canght" 
everywhere by special agents , and there is no lack of 
them. However,this kind of local “industry” has been ex- 
periencins a period of depression of late." 

uxplaining that the depression has been caused 
by debts incurred by the patrons of such establishments, 
the article points out that,on accout of the present 
strict control over gumbling activities, it is difficult 


for the organizers of gahbling to exercise any pressure 
in order to collect the debts referred to above.

It is the duty of every 
Russinn patriot to counteract its pernicious effect in all 
its forms whenever &nd wherever possible. 


We would like to mention that a Russian fifth co- 
lum is already active in Shanghai, but without success. Ths, 
for instance, there sre two Russians in the service of the 
Germans who spread German propaganda over radio. One of these 
renegades was at one time employed as a business manager in 
the Russian newspaper which has its offices in Avenue Joffre (1). 
The Germans have several radio stations and three Russian 
newspapers which publish undisguised German propaganda (2). 

It also is very strange that Reuter, United Press and 
International News Service agencies often carry information 
emanating from Berlin. However, despite all this we are 
confident that local Russians will not swallow German bait. 
Numerous letters received by this newspaper be&r evidence that 
Russian emigrants are fully in favour of the Soviet Union and

rhe question of the proposed reform of the shanghai wuni- 
cival vouneil has naturally brought up the old question of xus- 
sian representation, 

However, a serious consideration of this question will 
Show that it is not so easy to solve it as it may seem. 

Uf course, there cannot be any doubt that soviet citizens 
are fully entitled to representation on the S.ueU.,if the usu- 
criterion is to be applied in this case, sut,as is generally 
own, tne Soviet Union's attitude in her relations with China 
s quite different than those of other powers,and therefore it 
seams to us that the question of inclusion of Soviet councillors 
in the S.i.C,. cannot be decided in a hap-hazard manner, 

in any case, we think that should a Soviet citizen's can- 
didature for the post of municipal Vouncillor >e nominated,he 
would have to carefully consider his consent not only from the 
viewpoint of his qualifications to work in this capacity, but 
also from the viewpoint of conformity of such functions with 
the general policy of his country. this is a very important 
point,insofar as munity of thought of the Soviet people is ge- 
nerally recognized and rests on an objective foundation, 

fn other words,the problem of inclusion of Soviet repre- 
sentatives in the Shanghai “unicipal Youncil is in the first 
place a problem affecting Soviet citizens themselves,and inso- 
far as they have not shown any desire to participate in the ac- 


tivities of the directing organs of the municipal administration, 


the latter was quite right in not bringing up the question of 
Joviet representation, 

insofar a8 Hussian emigrants are concerned,the questior 
acquires a somewhat different aspect and presents its own pee 
culiar points,although of a quite ditferent nature than the 
considerations referred to above. the first peculiar point is 
that certain emigrant circles are still under tne influence of 
political and quasi-political ideas and therefore,being not 
accustomed to serious work,are likely to obstruct the activities 
of the municipal apparatus by the introduction of various un- 
necessary “interpellations"... 

Of course, we do not think that such activities real- 
ly could have a disintegrating effect on the work of a:well or- 
ganized body, such as the tiunicipal Vouncil,obut why should 
anything be added to a mechanism,which is likéky to obstruct

fense of the interests of the ussian community in Shanghai, 
we do not at present raise the question of itussian representa- 
tion on the S.il,l.

I would like to draw your attention 
to a series of articles, of extremely provocational character, 
which have appeared lately in the “Far Eastern Times", a news- 
paper owned by a Japanese - a Mr. Kuroki, and published in Rus- 
sian language at 409 East Seward Road, 

These articles do not contain only libel- 
lous attacks against myself and my collaborators of the 
newspaper, but also voice quite open threats. 

To quote: "The Novosti Dnia (Russian 
Daily News) admitted very finely, that the murder of C.E, Met- 
Zler is a piece of work of their owners, the well working agents 
of the Komintern in Shanghai... 

"These criminal sources prepared and 
carried out the murder of Mr. Metzler and are continuing their 
provoceational work, through Chilikin, tho was bought all over. The 
murder was planned to bring quarrels and fights in the Russian 
migrants colony of Shanghai... 

"The articles of Novosti Dunia make 
them direct collaborators of the terror and the authorities are 
obliged to stop the provocators... 

"We warn this newspaper and its real and 
fictions] owners, that the Far Eastern Times will not leave the 


smallest detail of their ‘work' in way of accentuating and pre- 


paring the terror, and will fight with them with @i the means 


in our power..." unquote. 


It is useless for me t8 deny these ideas ° 


of the Japanese paper. Our reports of the death of Mr. Metzler 
were published by accounts, which were strictly checked over 
and corrected by our criminal reporter at the Police. The other 
foreign papers carried tne same story as us. 

Not one of our articles had the idea or 
any semblance to coasting of one part of the emigrants to the 
other, to organise splits between them. ‘ie never attacked any 
Russian organisations, and always were on the side of law and 
order, sonewhat against the wishes of a group of persons to the 
other side of the canal. 

I wish to enregister with you a protest 
against the ectivities of the Far Eastern Times, which is it- 
self trying to put up against us a greater part of the local 
Russian community. We ask the Municipal Council to take the 
necessary means to thwart any excesses which might be occasion- 
ed by this Japanese-Russian newspaper. 

At the same time I am writing to the 
Police Commissioner to ask him to take the necessary means for 
our protection, because of the threats received by myself and 
my employees.

"I am the sole owner of the 
Russian Dally News,” he declared. 

Mr. Chilikin said it was “stupid” 
to report that his newspaper has 
been bought by the Soviets because : 
it had adopted the new orthography i 
that came into use {n Russia after 
ithe revolution. 
|. The “White” Russtan newspaper 
report staled that persistent rumors 
of an impending Soviet purchase of 
the Russian Daily News seemed to 
have been corroborated when the 
newspaper introduced the new ortho- 
graphy In its Sunday issue, and 
filled several pages with pictures of 
jthe Red Fleet. 
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Memorandum on V.A. Chilikin, editor of the 
“Noyosti Dnia” (Russian Daily News). 


Vassily Alexandrovich CHILIKIN, Russian, 
was born on © 3~10-1892 in Riazan Province, 
Russia. Prior to 1918 he is reported to have 
been Working as a journalist in Moscow after 
which he proceeded to Vladivostok where he was 
engaged in commercial pursuits for some time. 
In 1921 he went to Harbin where he resumed his 
journalistic activities. He first published a 
weekly Russian newspaper entitled “Commercial 
Telegraph® and in 1923 started the publication 
of a daily newspaper “Kopeika®. During the 
three yeara of the publication of the latter 
newspaper ite political colour changed from 


“White” to pro-Soviet and vice-versa to suit 


the conveniences of the editor and, consequently, 
Chilikin acquired the reputation of being a 
political opportunist. In 1926 the “Kopeika" 

isa reported to have been closed by order of the 
local Chinese Authorities for publishing certain 
offensive articles. 

In September, 1926 Chilikin came to 
Shanghai and soon afterwards started a printing 
establishment known as the "Asia Press®. In 
December, 1927 he started the publication of a 
Russian daily newspaper entitled "Utro*® in the 
French Voncession, which he later sold to the 
late Mr. Lembich, owner of the “Shanghai Zaria”, 
in July, 1928. The newspaper was renamed "Boho" 
and until the end of 1928 Chilikin continued to 
be its editor. In April, 1929 he left for Harbin. 


During his early journalistic activities 
in Shanghai Chilikin was assaulted in 1927 by 
two Russians who objected to an article which 
appeared in the “Utro”". In January, 1928 an 
unsuccessful private criminal prosecution was 
brought against him in the former French Mixed 
Court by the local agency of the Chinese Eastern 
Railway, a Soviet concern, in connection with a 
series of articles he published regarding the 
“criminal activities of boleheviks in Shanghai®. 

In April, 1930 Chilikin returned to 
Shanghai from Harbin and during the same year 
opened a printing establishment in the French 
Concession known as the "Standard Press". About 
the same time his wife established the library 
and bookstore “Skify" at 645 Avenue Joffre which 
was later removed to 289 Avenue du Roi Albert. 
The latter enterprize has ceased to exist. 

In March, 1933 Chilikin applied to the 
local French Authorities for permission to 
publish a Russian daily newspaper "Kopeika® - 

a "non-political organ the main purpose of which 
was to furnish news to the poorer classes of the 
Rusegian community who could not afford buying 
larger and more expensive newspapers®, the 

Frensh Police report regarding this application 

was unfavourable to Chilikin and described him 

as an unprincipled individual, political opportunist 
and suspected Soviet agent. On the other hand, 
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however, he was recommended by a prominent 
French resident as an honest man, full of energy, 
whose newspaper might eventually become an 
instrument of propaganda in the hands of the 
French Authorities. The necessary permission 
was granted. 

In October, 1934 the newspaper was renamed 
the *Novosti Dnia” and its editorial and printing 
offices were removed from 11 Route de Sieyes to 
785 Avenue Joffre. At this time its financial 
position was described by the French Police as 
very precarious. However, towards the end of 
1934 it became evident that Chilikin had obtained 
certain funds from an unknown source. During 
the ensuing two ysars the "Novosti Dnia® gradually 
increased the number of its pages and in 1937 
appeared in a 12 page edition. 

The political physiognomy of this newspaper 
as wei fits attitude towards various practical 
problems with which the local Russian community 
is faced have been difficult to define. On 
May 26, 1936 an editorial entitled "JUSTIFIED 
PRIDE® appeared in the *Novosti Dnia® in which 
general principles were outlined of the policy 
this newspaper claims to have been following 
for the previous three years. According to 
this editorial, the "Novosti Dnia® was an 
“absolutely independent non-party organ® of 


Ruesian emigres and pursued only one aim, namelys 
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"to facilitate by every means an improvement 
of the economic and cultural standard of living 
of the Russian community and to struggle against 
any oppressors of the Russian people®, 
References made in the editorial in 

question regarding the various "enemies" of the 
*Novoati Dnia® show that Mr. Chilikin's efforts 
in the direction indicated were far from being 
generally appreciated among the Russian community. 
Indeed, it is evident to every regular reader of 
the ‘local Russian press that for reasons which 
are not always clear, Mr. Chilikin has been at 
wer with all other Russian newspapers published 
in Shanghai, with the exception of Soviet 
newspapers, such as the now defunct "China Daily 
Herald”,"Na Rodinu® and "New Life", which have 
been immune from his attacks. It is not known 
what Mr. Chilikin's ideas weve as to how his 
professed aim were to be realised and hardly 
anything constructive has ever been suggested by 
him. On the other hand his vicious attacks on 
the “National Committee of Russian Emigrants? 
Association® and the "Russian Emigrants’ Vommittee* 
are well known, as well as the fact that these 
two bodies, whatever their weaknesses might have 
been, represented practically all Russian 
organizations engaged in genuine work on behalf 


of their nationals. 


The scandalous campaigns conducted by 
the "Novosti Dnia® from time to time in connection 
with various matters relating to the inner life 
of the Russian community invariably created an 
atmosphere of 111-feeling and animosity on account 
of the reckless, irresponsible and invariably 
vulgar manner they were carried out and are known 
to have aroused strong resentment and indignation 
in the community. 

Mr. Ghilikin's activities were often 
unfavourably commented upon in the local Russian 
press and on one occasion were publicly censured 
by the "National Committee® referred to above. 
However, this worried Mr. Chilikin very little 
and he continued his practice of singling out 
this or that individual or organization as the 
target of his ridicule which very often went 
beyund the limits of common decency. 

Suspicions have been quite openly expressed 
in certain circles of the local Russian community 
that in his activities Mr. Chilikin was guided 
and supported by a third party pursuing aims 
which have nothing to do with the welfare of the 
Russian community. The open pro-Soviet attitude 
of the “Novosti Dnia® since the latter part of 
1936 beare out these suspicions. Anronymous 
leaflets which appeared in Shanghai from time to 
time went still farther in this direction and 
branded the editor of the "Novosti Dnia® as a

Soviet agent-provocateur. Whatever truth may 
be in these accusations, there is little doubt 
that the "Novosti Dnia® displayed many features 
characteristic of the “yellow press". 

Yor the purpose of a summing-up the 
following characteristic of v.A. Chilikin may 
pe quoted which, although given by the now defunct 
local Russian magazine "Parus® - chilikin's 
arch-enemy -, nevertheless contains a great deal 
of truth te 

“Vassily Uhilikin, commonly known under 
the contemptuous name “Vaska Chilikin", is a 
man devoid of any principles. It is not known 
that he ever had any principles. Nothing is 
sacred to hims neither Motherland, nor his own 
people, nor church, nor God. sut he has his 
POCKET = hia holy of holies = and UYNICISM 
and IMPUDENCE. Nothing can disconcert him or 
make him feel ashamed. Generally speaking, he 
does not know what shame iss he wae beaten up, 
insults of all sorts were hurled at him, but he 
is utterly indifferent to all this and keeps on 
following his own path, along which dollars can 
be found. Dollars, only dohlars - this is what 
he wants. For dollars he is ready to sell 
everything - honour, Motherland and God. Such 
@ person is publishing a daily newspaper through 


the medium of which he can attack various

individuals and institutions, bring dissension 
and disorganization into the Russian community. 
And he dares call his newspaper an emigrant and 
nationalist newspaper!” ..... 

being a past master in the art of 
*nudslinging" Chilikin was bound to come to the 
notice of the police authorities of both the 
French Concession and the International Settlement. 
In August, 1935, acting on an impulse that the 
French Police Authorities wexe obstructing him 
and his publication, vhilikin removed the 
editorial and printing offices of the "Novosti 
Dnia® from the french Concession to 620 avenue Foch 
in the Settlement. According to the Frenoh 
Police, this was the result of a warning given to 
Chilikin in connection with several complaints 
regarding his blackmailing activities. 

In September, 1935 an order for the ban 
on the sale of the "Novosti Dnia” was issued by 
the French Authorities, the reason for the ban 
being articles published in that newspaper which 
contained sarcastic criticism of the policy of 
the French Municipal Council, The ban was lifted 
only after the "Novosti Dnia® had published a 
full apology for the article in question. 

In December, 1936 D. G.(Special Branch) 
was obliged to draw Mr. Chilikin'’s attention to 
the danger of the prominence he was giving in 


his newspaper at that time to a controversy over 
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the Jewish question and requested him to refrain 
from further reference to the subjecte 

In January, 1936 upon receipt of a complaint 
from Mr. Ch. BE. Metzler, Chairman of the Russian 
Emigrants! Committee, regarding Chilikin's 
demagogic campaign against Russian public and 
benevolent organizations D. C.(Special ranch) 
again called Mr. Chilikin to his office and 
requested him to be less vitriolic in his 
pronouncements and to avoid publishing articles 
savouring exaggeration. 

On 25-10-36, 8-1-37 and 13-1-37 in 
connection with articles of the “Novosti Dnia® 
insulting to the German people, the D. C.(Special 
Branch) warned the editor of the newspaper to 
refrain from publishing anything likely to offend 
religious or national feelings of any section 
of the foreign community in Shanghai. 

On March 25, 1937 a complaint was received 
from Mr. J.&-. Thompson regarding the "dastardly 
manner® in which the “Novosti Dnia® had reported 
the inquest proceding in H.M.M. Consular Court 
on the body of his late daughter. Complainant 
stated that the report wae “evidently calculated 
to pander to the scandal-mongering section of 
the Russian commnity® and was injurious to his 
late daughter’s good name. Called up to Headquarters 
in this connection Mr. Chilikin tendered his 


apologies to Mr. Thompson. 
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Since the outbreak of the Sino-Japanese 
hostilities in North-China the "Novosti Dnia® 
has adopted a pro-Chinese attitude (vide attached 
translation of his letter to M-me Sun Yat-sen). 
While there are many Russians in Shanghai who 
sympathise with China in her present struggle, 
Chilikin's manner of supporting China aroused 
alarm and protests among the Russian community. 
During August, 1937 a complaint was received by 
the Municipal Police and two by the Secretary 
of the Municipal Council regarding articles 
published in the “Novosti Dnia® containing 
malicious insinuations directed against eertain 
individuals and institutions in connection with 
their alleged pro-Japanese attitude. All 
complaints drew the attention of the authorities 
to the fact that Chilikin'’s libellous statemente 
were tantamount to inciting the Chinese against 
the Russian population in Ghanghal. as a result, 
the publication of the “Novosti Dnia® was 
Suspended by the Municipal Police on 8-9-37 
under Bmergency Orders. 

Chilikin at first made no attempt to 
conceal his anti-Police sentiments during the 
course of every day conversation and it was not 
until he realised the futility of endeavouring 
to obtain “protection® elsewhere for his newspaper 
against the "persecutions® of the Municipal Police 
that he deemed it advisabhe to appeal to the 
Shanghai Municipal Cohneil expressing his regrets 
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and asking for permission to resume the publication 
of the paper. This was granted on 27-9-37 after 
Chilikin had given written undertaking to 1) cease 
his attacks on the White Russians in this comminity 
and 2) refrain from publishing objectionable or 
abusive matter of any kind. 

On 20-12-37 and on 5-5-39 he was informed 
by the Municipal Police that his paper had come 
to the notice of the Japanese authorities in 
connection with the important part it seemed to 
take in anti-Japanese activities and was warned 
to refrain from publishing anything that might 
offend the susceptibilities of Japanese nationals. 

On 2-3-39 he was warned thatthe Police 
strongly objected to the generally insulting 
character of verses accompanying various anti- 
German Nazi cartoons which appeared in his paper 
in February, 1939 and that this attitude was 
not in keeping with his written undertaking of 
September, 1937. 

On 25-1-40 he wae ordered by the Police 
to discontinue further reference to a certain 
case of which he took advantage for the launching 
of a campaign against the Russian Emigrants 
Committee etc. in his usual malicious and abusive 
style. 

In @ letter dated June 20, 1939 Chilikin 
informed the Municipal Police that "he ceased to 
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be a person without nationality as from 19-6-39, 
having applied to the Government of the U.S.S.R. 
for citizenship and obtained from the Soviet 
Consulate General a certificate of registration. 
Following the outbreak of the present 
wag in Burope the "Novosti Dnia® sharply changed 
its attitude towards Germany and was the only 
Russian newspaper in Shanghai, which gave prominence 
to the news carried by the Transocean agency. 
However, recently a distinct change in favour of 
France and Great Britain has been evident, 
It may be taken for granted that among 
other things, Uhilikin is a person non grata 
with the Japanese and that he is fully aware of this, 
Hence the gradual fading away of Bhe anti-Japanese 
attitude of the “Novosti Dnia™ during the past 
several months. This seems to be a very wise 
move on his part, taking into consideration the 
*reaiitaesbf the situation". It will be recalled 
that in December, 1937 the offices of the "Novosti 
Dnia® were subjected to a bomb attack, presumably 
by @ pro-Japanese group of local Russians. In 
April 1940, alarmed by a series of anonymous 
telephone calls generally abusing him and 
threatening to send him an “Baster present® for 
his anti-Japanese campaign in connection with 
the recent municipal elections, he applied for 


Police protection. 
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Rumours have been circulating for the 
past few months that Uhilikin intends to sell his 
paper and to depart from Shanghai. Latest 
information indicates that some time towards the 
end of June last he sold the “Novosti Onia® to 
the “Moscow Narodny bank® and it is reported that, 
beginning from 28-7-40, it will be conducted 


as a purely Soviet newspaper.

On 20.9.40 a letter was received from Mr. Paul 
Komor, Hon. Sec. of the International Committee for the 
Organization of Kuropean Immigrants in China to the 
effect that the Gelbe Rost had been acquired by the 
Shanghai Jewich Chroniehe. The writer goes on to 
say that there is no room for more than one local 
immigrant morning paper and adds that he has now heard 
that an application has been made to this office by 
Mr. Horst Lewin, Mr. Wolff and the English wife of 
a German Immigrant for re-registration of the Celbe 
Post. 

So far as this office is aware the present 
pesition and history of the two papers is as follows:- 

Shanghai Jewish Chronicle was first registered 
with 3.M. Police in the name of Mr. Osias Lewin as 
Editor, Publisher and Proprtetor and Registration 
Certificate issued on 26.4.39. 

Gebbe Post was first registered in the name of 
Adolf Josef Storfer, Editor, Publisher and Proprietor 
on 17.3.39 as a semi-morthly, was changed to a bi- 
weekly in January 1940 and to a daily in February 1940, 

On 30.8.40 a letter was received from 
Mr. Storfer to the effect that he had sold all his 
rights in the publication to Osias Lewin and a similar 
letter from Mr. Lewin stating he had purchased the 
papere 

On September 5, 1940, My. 0 Lewin called at 


this office and made application for re-registration 


of the Gelbe Post in his name, At this time he 
stated that he did not wish to resume publication for 
some time. In a subsequent conversation with D.3.I.

furthermore, I was informed by several street sellers that they were held up 
by persons in Japanese uniforms and that all issues of the "Gelbe Post" which they had 
on hand were taken away without stating any reasons and without any receipts. 


I have been waiting that in the course of the day some information would be 
forthcoming to me, or to the office of the "Gelbe Post", 17, Canton Road, which would 
help me to clarify this entirely mysterious and unreasonable seizure of my newspaper, 
but up to this moment, viz., 5 pem. no such information is to hand, and I am not sure 
that tomorrow's issues will not suffer the sane fate. 


I feel compelled to bring the above occurrences to the knowledge of the S.u.P. 
and reserve my rights to claim damages suffered on account of the above.

In the leading article appearing in 
Sunday's issue of the paper, the 
progress of Shanghai ever since the 
first Britons set foot here is borne 
out and particular emphasis is laid 
on the wonderful work put in by 
British, French and American 
initidtive during the past many 
years in making Shanghai the 
important centre it is today. 

With reference to the Japanese, 
the writer of the article states that 
the refugees must be thankful to 
them not only for permitting them 
to live in areas in which the Japanese 
have exercised certain executive 
eontrol since it became necessary 
for them to land troops here as a 
result of the hostilities near Shanghai, 
but also, that they have in many 
instances been most helpful to the 
‘refugees who are participating) in 
the reconstruction of those areas.

FEW WORDS TO NEW ARNIV LS 


This week about 100 new central Furopeana 
arrived in Shanghai. They come from the original Germany 
and its newly added "territories" and "protector.tes", 

Many of us who for many months already 
have been away from the swastika-hell, are maybe inclined 
somewhat to forget, what we went through in the past. 
¥hoever has left Germany or austria since 1938, and 
Czechoslovakia and Poland since 1939, already had nothing 
more to lose and even the fact that he could flees the 
power-sphere of Adolf Hitler was a gain for him. 

It would be thanklessnegsa without precedent 
to ever forget what fortune it was to be rescued from the 
Glaws of the brown dictatorship, and if we think of those who 
have not had this fortune, or not as yet, we must admit that 
all our personal miseries which still exist must stand far 
behind in importance those facing people who are still in the 


Third Reich. 

Emigrants from Central Europe ure to be found 
in many countries and several continents. Shanghai is by no 
means the most important emigrant centre, nevertheless it is 
one of the bigger ones. In one respect, however, Shanghai is 
unigue as an emigrant centre. It belongs neither to those 
territories where immigration leads to naturalization (as for 
instance in the United States and the Argentine), nor to the 
transit territories where refugees have not the right of making 


a living but where they murk time prior to emigrating 


wilm 
elsewhere (as for example Switzerland), nor does it bel ong 
to the type of emigrant territory such as Frence, where 
emigrants have the choice of peing considered enemy aliens 
watched and perhaps interned, or to profess themselves as 
political refugees, and to side with the immigration-country 
and possibly do military service. 

To none of these types of emigrant territories 
does Shanghai telons. In this city of China, the right of 
earning sm of settling is given to all foreigners by virtue of 
old treaties. tena of years, present conditions 
have come to prevail, i.e. that France has jurisdiction over 
her own ©:oncession while for all other foreigners the Inte#natior) 
Settlement has been created. 

The originators of the Foreign Settlement were 
the Englishmen, who 98 years ago created the basis’ for the 
commercial and industrial centre which Shanghai is to-day. 

shanghai owes its present conditicr mainly to 
British perseverance and British diligence, British 
circumspection and the British gift for organization. 

Britons like all other foreigners, sre not 
"masters" here in the true sense, and vnut they have constructed 
in visible and invisible accomplishments they did not do as 
empire-builders, and the Foreign Settlements, which is 
erroneously referred-to as "British" ia in no way part of the 
Empire. Britons too, like everyone else here except the 
Chinese, are only guests, although they are guests enjoying a 
hospitality having a certsin contractorial basis. Nevertheless, 
even as guests they have accomplished a tremendous amount, 
practically wonders, for their hosts, the Chinese. 

France has a large Far Eastern possession in 


Indo-China. Apart from this, hoWever, her interests are very 


~j= 
big also in the Chinese Republic. Wwe only wish to mention 
the French part in the expansion and development of the 
Chinese railway system, and the accomplishments for which 
French Catholic missions which have created universities, 
research institutes and hospitals, are responsible. 

Of comparatively mere recent date is the 
influence of the United States in China. That they practically 
refuned to accept their share in the Boxer indemnities by 
using these amounts for the establishment of schvols and 
sanitary institutions, inaugurated a new era in tne behaviour of 
foreigners in China. Hatred and suspicion against foreigners 
predominated in China for a long time and only recently the 
realisation has gained ground that China can derive large benefits 
from occidental culture and occidental economic life. 

Through the coeoperation between the Chinese 
population and the foreigners, the brilliant metropolis of 
Shanghai was created, and the power of absorbtion of which has 
proved to be so great that it was able to cope vith 20,000 
refugees from the Hitler sector of the world in less than 18 
months, notvithetanding the fact that war-like conditions 
prevail since 1936, although they are not referred-to as war. 

It must be remembered that of these refugees - with very few 
exceptions - none could find accomodation elsewhere in the world 
and that consequently Shanghai was literally a life-saver for 
them. Uncounted thousands of us travelled straight from the 
concentration samp to the ship which was to take us to the 
saving port of Shanghai. 

What the total of 20,000 refugees really means, 
can be seen from the fact that - with the exception of Russians - 
other Europeans and Americans are not much more numerous than 
10, 000. 

The merit of having absorbed in less than 18 
months,20,C00 morally humbled, physically ill-treated, 


when 

economically looted Central Buropeans, is and will remain a 
shining honorary titie, a great moral gain which will go down 
in the history of the world. In this connection too, 
des#zrved thanks are due to tne good-will of the Japanese who 
landed troops as a result of hostilities north of the Ssochow 
Creek and who consequently have a certain executive power in 
those purts of the city in whicn Jewish refugees settled and in 
the reconstruction of which they have and etill are taking part 
to & considerable extent. They have laid no obstacles in their 
Way, and on the contrary have shown considerable co-oreration. 

Many cf the emigrants who are now in the Far 
East, originally desired to emigrate into the great democratic 
nations i.¢. Englaunc, France and the United States. Their 
desires were not fulfilled but at least they have come to a 
city of international co-soperation in which the citizens of 
these three great democracies play an impertarnt role, 

Whoever still doubted that the cause of the 
Jews was closely linked to that of democracy must have changed his 
mind following tne developments which took place in the past 
two yaurs. 

Two of the already mentioned three States are 
at war with Bazi-Germany and anyone whom God has not punished 
with hopeless stupidity must have awakened to the fact that the 
removal of the swastika-dictatorship in the heart of Europe, 
which led te the destruction of personal liberty and ths 
indeyendence of whole peoples, is desired by the entire human 
Givilization. Great Britain and Frances are fighting for liberty» 
not only for themselves. The great North-American democracy, 


although not at war herself, makea no secret as to where her 


== 
sympathies lic, nor of the fuct thut she considers as enemiés 
those who preach the Wazi misconception which endangers 
everything that is worth living for in life. “Democrucy", 
said Thomas Mann, the greatest Gertiun enemy of the Nazis, when 
giving lectures in 15 American cities in 1934, “means well 
with human beings. Democracy wisnes to uplift tnem, teach 
them and liberate them......its unsocial enemy is calied 
propaganda. Propaganda isa to stupify, ievei, equalize in the 
interests of war-worthiness and particularly, to maiatain in 
power the dictatorial system.” 

wnat we must always repeat to ourselves, we 
who were driven out of or voluntarily fleed the power-apnere of 
the Third Reich to come to Shanghai - and this week there are 
again 100 who must repeat thia - is that; Ye musi not only be 
thankful to destiny that we have escaped tne gragp of tne Third 
Reich, but also for the fact that we have come to a city in the 
development of which three great demovracies, Greut Britain, 
France and the United States have had and stil] have un honorary 
part. 

Se refugees musc not interfere with the internal 
affairs of the administration of this city, particularly aa we 
cannot afford to make enemies by taking sides. The cther 
foreigners - even if there are certair contraste - are at least 
fully empowered citizens of various foreign nations. We on 
the other hand only have certain mock documents Prom yur 
"home country", Uriaa letters whien are likely to do more harm 
and to bring contempt on the ovners thun to be useful documents. 
But also these puseports which mertiy vere teaanig.l appliances to 
facilitate departures, have already for the greater puirt lost 
their validity and in respect to nitionality we are vereft not 
unlike those whose ship had gone to the bottom of the sea. we 
want to live here in peace, work industrially and defy our 


calumniatorse we want to prove that we can be useful to 


general co-operation. In local politics we cannot and should 


not indulge.

The fact that Mr. Storfer knows 
his business is vividly revealed in 
the first issue of the “‘Gelbe Post.” 
It is not only filled with timely 
reading material of interest to the 
large Jewish refugee population in 
fnanghai but it is one of the best 
printed and edited periodicals to 
make its appearance in this city 
in vears. 


One of the, major articles in the 
first issue of the magazine is about 
Yunnan Province. It was written 
by Dr. Bruno Kroker with the idea 
of informing Jewish refugees about 
West China. 


West China, at the present time, 
means something to the majority 
cf Jewish refugees in Shanghai 
since the Chinese National Govern- 
ment is giving serious thought to 
the Settlement of refugees in that 
part of the country, especially the 
Yunnan area.

Recently an Emigrant German language newspaper, 
the "Gelbe Post", was acquired by its senior contempor- 
ary, the "Shanghai Jewish Chronicle", and thereby a life 
and death struggle between two competitors was terminated 
much to the relief of all concerned, including this Com- 
mittee which was, time and again,called upon to try to 
effect an understanding or working agreement between two 
rival publications. 


In this connection I wes called upon to arbitrate, 
adjust, smooth out, persuade etc. etc. in numerous inter- 
views singly and jointly with the proprietors of the two 
papers end I must confess that the task was not a pleasant 
one, 


It was quite evident that the two papers could not 
exist and that both were losing heavily. A continuance of 
the feude would heve meant the suspension of both papers 
with the resultant loss of work for about 250 Emigrants 
Or more, who were earning their living in connection with 
the two publications. 


The taking over of the "GelbePost" was, thereore, 
a happy solution which entailed certain immediate sacri- 
fices for the owner of the "Shanghai Jewish Chronicle", 
but which he hopes to recoup gradually in the course of 
time. 


Hardly has, however, this happy solution been 
brought about, when it is reported to me that application 
has been made to you for the licensing of a new Emigrant 
German language paper. This enterprise is, I am told, to 
be financed by the English wife of a Germen Emigrant and 
amongst others a Mr. Horst Lewin and a Mr. Wolff are in- 
terested for personal reasons, to get the paper started 
and to mske out of it whet they can whilst the going is 
good. 


In the interest of all concerned, I am strongly 
of the opinion that there is no justification for the pub- 
lication of such a paper as it would, by no means, fill 
@ public need or even an Emigrant need. The two papers 
now published, one in the morning and the other in the 
evening, are ample for all purposes and a new competitor 
would only mean a new paper war, doing no one any good 
and a lot of harm possibly to many. 


I have also been informed that the proposed paper's 
policy was to be one "“agin’ the government" i.e. black-

ocurred during the printing of our latest Sunday-issue in the Saturday 
meeshivees 

Our latest Sunday-issue comprised 24 pages. We had made all 
preparations to ensure the punctual arneerance of the paver. Sufficient 
conies were set in time , so that we were able to print four pages 
already on Saturdav afternoon, 

In the beginning of the night five Linotype-machines were 
operated for our paper and the whole work progressed like usual, so 
that we cculd hope to issue the vaper punctually inspite of its greater 
size, 

At about 2 o’clock'printer No.l appeared in the correction-—room 
and announced that the prirters are disanpeared, except one and his 
assistant. He stated that under these circumstances only one machine 
were to be operated , so that every printing-form (four pages) had 
to wait for the previous form to be finished in print. He urged us to 
speed up our work. 

Some time later tk one form could already he given into the 
printing-machine, The next form could,owever, not more be printed 
even with this one machine, since also the last printer was gone. 
We were,therefore, forced to wait for the printers of the day-shift, 
so that the Sunday-paper conld be nublished at length about noon. 

In the Mercury Press I was to-day assured that the paper can 
be published to-morrow as usually, since new printers have been engaged. 

A young member of my editorial-department who resideg in the 
Jewish refngee-camp Chaouffong Road, where also Mr.Rolf David is livirg, 
informed us this morning that he met Mr.David this morning, when thc 
latter returmmed from his night-work at "“Shanghater Morgenpost™. 
Mr.David asked smiling our employee, Mr.Manfred Kochmann, by what 
reasons our Sunday-edition had been so late, When he got no answer, 
he added: 7 How does it happen that the printers of "Jewish Chronicle* 
come to us. - We beg to enclose the resnective statement, tndersigned 
by Mxr.Manfred Kochmann.

In fact the only thing "convincingly proved" is that, with 
Malaya and the Netherlands Indies jockeying for position in 

a renewed agreement, the whip of their respective Rubber 
Controllers has produced remarkable results which are probably 
temporary - since nobody ever doubted that a rubber tree will 
produce almost anything for a short period if one will be 
sufficiently heedless of what it produces thereafter. As we 
have said: what is prudent depends on what is fashionable. 


Wheat and Ue eAe 


The "Economist" goes on to say that "suppli«~ 
of whest have substantially improved recently." Since we 
lunched on the Baltic as recently as last Friday, we can tes’ r 
that some of the most knowledgeable people there are extreme |v 
bullish on wheat (if the stock markets and other commodities 
give it half a chance), particularly on liverpool which ts 
already far below the parity of exporting countries. This is 
likely to intensify when the movement of the Southern Hemis p>. 
crops drives up ocean fretghts - wherein the demand already 
genuinely exceeds the supply. 


As marginal wheat exporter, the U.S. holds the 
whip-hand: premiums for the types of U.S. wheat required by 
importers are rising very rapidly and are only with difficulty 
purchaseable at all ~- because of very poor quality and talk 
that the U.S. crop has heen overestimated. Many good judges 
thought that when they came to thresh out the Red Winter they'd 
get a shock (we thought it ourselves) and now that they have 
threshed 1t, it looks as if they'd got it - at least in quality 
and possibly in quantity alsot samples of the stuff ccntain 
hundreds of aborted pin-heads that it would be flattery to call 
wheat-grains at all ("not even as good as English wheat" was 
the most disdainful description we heard). 


Moreover, it is one of the major characteristics 
of this wheat season that the types of wheat in the theoratical 
U.S. surplus (mainly soft Red Winters and White Pacifics) are 
not the types of U.3. wheat (e.g. Hard Winters and and Hard ed 
Springs) which importers demand. That isn't just perverseness 
on their parts the first market lesson about "wheat" is that 
it doesn't exist. There are an infinitudex of wheats, all 
inter~acting on one another but none of them exactly 
substitutable for another. 


*canadian string wheat ~ which is the most homogeneous of ali 
the major wheat crops - admits, as grown, of 2,600 (two thous:+3 
six hundred) separate classificatfons or even more now that 
they're grading Garnet separately. For export, they reduce t+ 
to only a handful of grades, of course.

Wheat Technical 


For the greater part of last week wheat held 
firm as a rock while Yell Street and other markcts were reeling 
and tottering all around it. When we find in one of the 
financial papers that this is because "speculative buying in 
Chicago, based mainly on the political outlook, has raised 
the price in that market above the export parity", we take off 
our hats to both the paper and the speculators. Can't you 
just imagine them rushing in to bul] Chieaco - with “all Street 
es it was and with tne "political outlook" so wonderfully 
stimulating c mparable commodities (we don't think)t The cold 
fact is that Chicago was being reluctantly forced up by the 
demand for actual physical wheat: Gulf premiums® could not be 
bought. ("You turned them down at $ up and next day they were 
1z up: it wasntt the kind of market we cared to be in at all.") 
Direct reports from the other side, received over the Trans- 
atlantic telephone eters, deseribe exporters as having almost 
a Ferculean task to accumulate cargo lots. 


Now of course it can be and has been verv ahlv 
argued (eeg. in the current monthly renort of an eminent 
Rotterdam grain house) that the Americans will find they have 
been making a big mistake. On the statistics it would appear 
that they're bound toe But until they find it out (which may 
be a very long time) the situation stands as described and it 
emanates from the side of actual ("cash") wheat and not from 
the Cnicazo futures side, 


Wheat Actual 


Canadian wheat, simiiarly, and with more 
apparent statistical justification, is (or very lately was) 
at least technically oversold with a real stringency in high 
grades. The total supply ia small and an abnormal proportion 
of it is Durums (at fantastic discounts) and Garnet (which 
grades Threes) which doesn't leave much Ones or Twos which is 
wiat the millers need to mix in with the tremendous proportion 
of soft stuff thef theytre gristing now. 


The figures of U.Ke arrivals strongly suggest 
that millers are underboughts they may have covered about 
three-quarters of the bakers! last (very big) flour buy but they 
haven't started to anticipate the next one. “hether or not 
one regards that as under-bought cepends perheps on one's 
preconceived notion as to what constitutes a "normal" relation- 
ship between millers! wheat supplies and flovr orders, the 
world political posture being what it is.

At lesest for the present, importers find that 
securing supplies is a much harder task than the statistics 
would indicate. We believe that to be « fact and not just a 
lot of hooey that someone pumped into us under cover of the 
chicken casserole and Vichy water. ‘We know a bit about wheat 
and a lot about the heroes whe deal in it. At the very end 
of last week, Y'all Street did manage to dampen wheat's ardour, 
but not before the latter had put up a tremendous fight. 


A Grass-hopper's Burden 


The "Economist" prefaces its commodity survey 
by obse’ving thet in recent weeks the downward tendency has 
been "much accentucted". It talks of the present "acute 
weakness" and observes that although the decline between mid- 
March and mid-June aroused no "acute misgiving", the present 
one does. Well, now, where's the fire? Just what are the 
dimensions of this latest herror? 


One extraordinary fvature is that according to 
the "Economist's" own measurements the thing does not exist 
at allt The "Economist's" index of British primary products 
is given in this same issue as 164.0, virtually unchanged from 
the 164.4 four weeks ago; its index of American primary 
products at 166.3 1s actuelly highor than the 165.3 of four 
weekS ABO. 


However, the latest down-turn is not wholly a 
figment of the imaginstion. Being compiled only once a fort- 
night, the "Bconomistts" indexes are not adapted to measure 
short-run chansese For thst, one wants daily indexes. Now 
Reuters! daily in‘ex of U.K. staple speculative commodities 
registered a high of 202e2 on April 5. Thereafter it broke, 
and the consecutive swings have been:-

So the markets cheerfully swallowed tho camel of a 29-point 

drop up to mid-June, but they strain at the gnat of a further 

5% points now’ For American primary products, Moody's daily 
index shows comparable proportions: a drop of 30 points between 
the April 5 high and the June 14 low; and the recent decline 

up to September 23 had carried the index only a further 64 
points beneath that June low.

Now we are not guying our Alma Vater, the 
"RBeonomist." Very much the reverse, we are citing it only 
because it does so ably summarise the market's mood - and 
X-Ray's creed is tnat the market is always right. If every- 
body thinks that black'ts white, then white it 1s so far as 
we're concerned. But if they didn't think it, it wouldn't . 


Impact of Wall Street 


It 4s both fair and significant to point out 
that in the cou,le of days since the "Economist" wrote, the 
commodity indexes have made a further minor downward departure 
beneath the June lows such as lends a little colour to the 
story as depicted by tho "Econonist’. The "Economist's" 
survey could not have Leen written later than last Thursday, 
Septemoer 23, Sut by Saturdar the Reuter U.Ke index had broken 
a further point, and iivody's U.S. index lost as much as 2 
points on Fridsy 


& Single point weuld not ordinarily be anything 
to shout about, and at time of writing 1t looks as if the U.K, 
commodity indey would regain it (and more) today. Nevertheless 
thst peint has the technical significenee (which the Dow 
Theorists would regard as immensely important) of carrying 
the down-trend a notch further. As it stands the course of 
that index is a Dow-model of a declining "primary trend": four 
consecutive peaks each falling short of its predecessors; and 
four consecutive lows each breaking into new low ground. That 
further l-point fall on Saturday did penetrate the previous 
low of September 1 - a thing which had not occurred two days 
earlier when the "Economist" wrote. 


Ordinary people, not being Dow dervishes, 
may be more impresaed with the wonderful resistanee to Wall 
Street's impact that the commodities put up, and will conclv 
that they really would have grounded at the September 1 low 
or éven at the made low, had it not been for Wall Street. 
Between August 14 and September ex during which the Dow-Jones 
{Wall Street) industrials index lost 43 points, the Reuter 
UeKe» commodity index lost only 6% points - a wonderful showing 
considering that the pertod tne luded such things as cocoa'ts 
collapse and cotton's continued come. In the latter part of 
the period, between September 1 and September 24, the Yall 
Street index lost 26 points while the U.K. commodity itndex 
made no net chante whatsoever - a trmily gallant stand such as 
gives the "Economist" ao handle to jeer about "acute weakness". 


Partly the discrepancy is because the Reuter 
index (rightly) gives heaviest weight to wheat, whicr happens 
to have been making the stoutest stand. But Moody's 1.8. 

{index did not break through its September 1 low until September 
20, Wall Street havins meanvhile shed 173 potnts. Retween 
Septenber 1 and September 23, 1.5. commodities lost 35 points 
to Wall Street's 26.

Freights vergus “all Street 


The real present antithesis is between Wall 
Street and the ocean freight market, because the latter is 
the tangible barometer of the state of international trade, 
particularly in the primary products. Wall, Street currently 
collapsing 1s not consonant with the ocean freight market 
currently booming; remains to be s¢tsn which of them will 
disprove the other. The worst one can say of the freight 
markets is that they look too true to be good, yet true they 
indubitabiy are. Just to think of how the owners bowed down 
year after year to anyone who made a noise like a potential 
charterer - and now the biggest international wheat houses 
are bidding 34s. Ode for Feb-March (new-crop) space from the 
Plate, only to find the owners fallinz over themselves backwards. 
There are less than a dozen unfixed ships committed to arrive 
in the Plate this yeare 


Action ls equal and opposites to reaction: it 
is because of the years and years when snipping was driven toa 
the wall of the breaker’s yard that there 1s now not enough 
space to go round. When Lord Craigmyle says that it is as 
certain as anything in this world that the present freight boom 
will not sndure for the 15 or 20 years ordinarily needed to 
amortize the cost of a new vessel, it 1s almost equally certain 
that it will endure - and very likely accentuate - for the 
next 15 or 2O weeks, a period wrich mey be of more ‘tmmedtate 
importance. 


Is It Slump? (continued) 


For the world as a whole (and above all for 
the United Kingdom), the prosperity of the primary~-producing 
countries (and the freight boom which reflects tt) is one of 
the majar combatants against American hysteric and not yet 
knocked out by any means. Yet might it prove vulnerable. “he 
physical volume of internationel trade in the April-June quarter 
was better than 98% of 1929 which latter was e peak yeare In 
itself the figure is wonderfully encouraging: considering the 
mountainous political barriers which have bean erected since 
1929, one might well have doubted - even as recently as a year 
ago ~ whether such a level would ever be regained (until the 
nations learn sense or until the Greek Kalends, whichever comes 
the gooner). “y the same token 1t may be a helght too dizzy 
to be held against any major adversity. 


The "Kconomist" winds up its commodity survey 
by saying that a return to the peak levels of last spring 1s 
out of the question but that = provided industrial activity is 
maintained + any considerable further fall 1s unlikely ("apart 
from the short-lived effects of a possible, but temporary, 
panic") because, "while consumption maintains anything like its 
present figures, the output of the high-cost producers will be

needed to satisfy it ~ and long market experience goes to 
show that commodity prices are closely affected by the highest 
production costs necessary to secure adequate supplies. oe. 
Any deterioration in the tnternational industrial situation, 
however, would be the signal for a much more severe setback 

in prices," because production in many sommodities is now 
geared to a record demand and could probsdly not be curtailed 
as rapidly as the demand would be curtailed. 


By all odds the likelicst occasion for a 
down-turn in U.S. industrial ectivity would be a continuance 
of Wall Street's fainting-fits. Thereafter the "Economist" 
is putting the cart before the horse, because Amcrica would 
depress the vrimary commodities and the latter would depress 
U.K. industry, not vice versa. If American business is now 
looking ragged, scarcely a breath clouds the shining mirror 
of Britain's industrial recovery. But Combe and Reid any of 
X-Ray's recent analyses of the U.K. trade returns: the 
writing on the wall says, "What We Want Is AX..." continuance 
of prosperity in the primary producing countries to maintain 
all three major items on our crsdit side, namely our exports 
and our investment inceme and our shipping earningse And we 
want it (nr both) pretty badly. 


It 13 permissiole to hop» that even the Wall 
Street collapse will end sooner or later. The past six weeks 
have wiped out almost a half of the whole bull market that 
obtained from the spring of 1935 to the spring of 1937. 
Retention of the other half has at least the prima-~facile 
justification that U.S. industrial activity is at present a 
full 30% higher than when that bull market started.

The competition, in which 
attractive cash prizes are offered. 
is said to be in connection with 
the movement for national recon- 
struction and Asiatic regeneration, 
with the establishment of peace in 
Asia as the basis. 


According to the rules, each 
essay should contain not more 
than 5.000 words and based on 
these four points: (1) That China’s 
present political, economic and 
social system is in a _ precarious 
state; (2) That a new ideology for 
the nation and a new order 
in the Far East should he estab- 
lished; (3) That the Communist 
and other doctrines have failed to 
improve the lot of the people; and 
(4) That geographical, historical 
and racial factors make the estab- 
lishment of a new order in the 
Far East imperative. The best 
dissertation will be awarded a 
prize of $2,000, with minor prizes 
for nine others. 


Novel On Life In China ~ 


For the novel, with a maximum 
of 30,000 words, real and actual 
life in present-day China should 
be depicted. First prize for ‘this 
type of work is also $2,000. 


As regards the stage or screen 
play, which should be written for. 
a two-hour performance, a sum of | 
$1,500 is offered for the first prize. 
The moving factors of current 
affairs in this country should be 
played up and given stress in the 
plot. 

The song or ditty should treat} 
of the ideal of Asiatic regeneration 
and the cause of national recon- 
‘struction, and should be as short 
as possible. $500 is to be awarded 
to the first-prize winner. 

The contest will be closed at 
midnight, January 31, 1940 and the 
results will be announced publicly 
on May 1, 1940. Under tentative 
arrangements, it has been learnt 
that authors of the winning manu~ 
scripts will be entitled to a rovalty 
of 30 per cent. of the proceeds 
realized from the sale of their 
works tc ke published in book] 
form. They will also be published 
in the “Hsin Kien Monthly” and 
other magazines, it is stated.

Mr. L. Fearon is publisher and editor of the 
"Evening Echo," an English language evening paper; 
he is also employed with H. T. W. Wade & Co., Estate 
Agents, Room 44a, 89 Foochow Road. He is a registered 
British subject and nothing is known to his detriment 
at the British Consulate-General. 
In its first issue which appeared on June 10, 
1938, the paper contained the following paragraph:- 
"We shall support no party, be the agent 
of no faction or coterie, and care nothing for 
any election, or any candidate from president 
down to consulate.’ This was the policy of 
James Gordon Bennett, founder of the ‘New York 
k Herald.’ We cannot do better than attempt a 
modest emulation of this policy." 

A few months ago, it was reported that the paper 
received a subsidy from the Japanese but no confirmation 
was obtained. 

The circulation of the paper is very poor and 
only about 1,000 copies per issue are being printed 
at the "China Press" for which the “Evening Echo" 
| pays about $2,COO per mensem to the "China Press." 

On December 15, 1938 Mr. Fearon was ordered 
by H.B.M. Supreme Court to pay to Mr. Kurt Steiner, 
a journalist, $94.18 as 12 days salary in arrears and 
$31.25 as court and lawyer's fees. Mr. Steiner stated 
in Court that he had resigned owing to the poor working 
conditions and also because he had heard that the paper 
was being subsidized by the Japanese. 


It is reported that the "Evening Echo" is 
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a financial failure and will shortly cease 
publication.

CRIME-RIDDEN SHANGHAI 


Eine o approach of the old Chinese New Year, now known 
: as the Spring Festival, is generally accompanied by an 
increase of crime. It is the most important day settlement 
day of the year and consequently many are forced to dis- 
honest, to say nothing’of desperate, remedies in order to 
meet their commitments. 


Nowadays there are many factors contributing to an 
exacerbation of crime; some of them are political and are 
concerned with the current hostilities, while others may be 
described as economic. Searcely a day passes without at 
least one—and generally several—armed robberies, hold-ups 
and shootings, which are keeping both the Settlement and| 
the Concession police extremely busy. 


There is much want in this city and those who are hun- 
gry become desperaté, committing acts in their extremity 
which would never occur in more normal times. Together 
with the tens of thousands of refugees now being harbour- 
ed in Shanghai have come many criminal characters, while 
there is reason to believe that not a few guerillas as weil 
as soldiers who were formerly fighting with the Chinese 
armies, but who have been cut off from their units, have 
been forced through privation to seek a means of keeping 
body and soul together by joining the ranks of Shanghai’s 


fighting in the areas surrounding Shanghai large quantities 
of fireatins have fbund their way into the city, many of 
which were doubtless picked up from the corpses of dead 
suldiers, and these have found their way, together with 
large quantities of small-arms ammunition, into the hands 
of gangsters. Periods of warfare are the cause of large 
numbers of men becoming familiar with the use of firearms 
and the development of a psychosis which holds life cheap, 
so that they will take desperate risks with their own in the 
hope of securing a few dollars. It was only a day or two 
ago that a gangster met his death at the hands of the Set- 
tlement police in a running street fight after he had at- 
tempted to rob a blind fortune-teller. 


Such men can be hired for a few dollars to commit 
political assassinations and many such have occurred in re- 
cent months, chiefly of those who have accepted office under 
the Ta Tao Government. 


Assassinations perpetrated by crazed fanatics for poli- 
tical reasons are despicable enough, but it is impossible to 
find words to express sufficient contempt for those who com- 
mit such acts for money. 


This city has always been a happy hunting ground for 
gamblers who have never found any lack of amenities for 
indulging their weakness, and present conditions lend them- 
selves to an increase of such activities. “Easy money” in- 
variably attracts large numbers of the worst elements with 
the result that even the fortunate minority who leave a 
“gambling-joint” with more in their pockets than when 
they entered are by no means sure of getting their cash or 
their persons safely home. 


Allegations have been made of failure of the various 
authorities responsible for the maintenance of iaw and order 
to co-operate, but such are the present abnormal conditions 
in and around Shanghai that it is surprising that such a 
large percentage of those committing offences against the 
law are brought so swiftly to justice.

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Reporter Awarded $94.18 
Judgment Against “Echo” 


In the British Supreme Court 
this morning, Mi. K. M. Steiner, 
local reperter, was awarded a 
judgment for $94.18 in his suit 
against the Shanghai Evening 
Echo. The sum represents salaries 
due fer services between Novem- 
bet 3 and 15. 

Judge Sir Alan Mossop, who 
handed down the judgment, also 
ordered the defendant to pay 
court ccsts amcunting to $11,256 
and $20 atfornzy’s fee. 

Mr. Steirer, now working on a 
moming newspaper heTe, testified 
when cross-examined by his law- 
yer, Dr. Piero Terni, that he join- 
ed the Echo with the understand- 
ing that he would write head- 
lines for telegrams and _ take 
charg> of the Iecal “coverage.” 
It turned out to be a much heavier 


work, he declared, as he had to 
handle the whole paper. 

Werking conditions on the paper 
were pccr, the cffices being not 
heated, he stated. When he asked 
for a stove, the Esho publisher 
is said to have offered to give him 
a coat—an old cne. 


On further questicning, Mr. 
Steiner declared that another 


reason fcr his resignatioar “ffom 
thé paper was his belief that the | 
Echo was receiving subsidies from 
the Japanese or the “Ta Tao Gov- 
ernment,” the latter apparently re- 
ferting to the “City Government 
of Greater Shanghai.’ He ad- 
mitted, however, that this was but 
a hearsay.

Against Publisher 


Mr. L. F. Fearon Sued in 
H.M. Supreme Court; Story 
Of Impossible Conditions 


Stating that the conditions under 
which he was supposed to work were 
impossible, thus forcing him to resign 
his position, a Shanghai journalist. 
Mr. Kurt Steiner, appeared as plain- 
tiff in H.M. Supreme Court yesterday 
before Judge P. Grant Jones when 
he brought a claim against Mr. L. F. 
Fearon, publisher of the “Evening 
Echo,” for $94.18, being 12 days’ 
salary, and court costs. 

Defendant did not appear in court 
and plaintiff, represented by Dr. P. 
V. E. Terni, told the court how he 
met Mr. Fearon in June before the 
original publication of the “Evening 
Echo.” At the end of October, he 
stated, he received a telephone call 
from Mr. Fearon asking witness to 
meet him at the offices of the news- 
paper in the Central Arcade. 

Defendant then offered him a posi- 
tion on the publication to write head- 
ings—“Which are usually most mis- 
leading” remarked the Judge—and 
cover the cify news. Witness began 
work on November 3, the arrange- 
ment being that he should receive 
$250 as salary for the first month. He 
ceased to work for the newspaper on 
November 15, 


Inadequate 


During the time of his employment, 
Witness stated that he informed Mr.

There was 
no-tetephone in the office; merely an 
extension from the “China Press.” It 
was impossible to carry on as the 
office was not heated and was danger- 
ous to the employees, he added. 
Due to irregular payments to the 
printers of the “Evening Echo,” wit- 
ness continued, the publication often 
appeared on the streets late and de- 
fendant had admitted that he was in 
arrears regarding payments to the 
printers, who were the International 
Corporation, printers of the “China 
Press.” 
On November 15 witness went to 
the business offices of the newspaper 
and typed a letter to Mr. Fearon re- 
signing his position and asking for 
the salary due to him. In a tele- 
phone conversation defendant pro- 
mised to pay the money on the fol- 
lowing day. On November 17 another 
letter was sent and a reply was re- 
ceived stating that the money would 
be paid when the “Evening Echo’s”

Examined by Dr. Piero Terni, 
Mr. Steiner said that he joined the 
Staff of the Shanghai “Evening 
Echc” on the understanding that he

“We shall support no party, be the agent of no faction 
or coterie, and care nothing for any election, or any 
candidate from president down to constable.” 

We cannot do better than attempt a modest emula- 
tion of this policy. 

We propose strictly to eschew all political matters, but 
shall not hesitate to take a strong view, when we consider 
it necessary, on matters concerning the public welfare of this 
city, among whose residents we trust we shall have a 
steadily increasing number of readers. 

We were born in difficult times and no part of the world 
is now free from anxiety. He would be a bold man who 
ventured to predict what lies in store for the human race}} 
during the next few years or even months. 

Here, for the past ten months, we have been in the 
midst of an undeclared war, with its inevitable concomitants 
of trade paralysis and uncertainty, but Shanghai has 
weathered many crises in the past, always shewing 
marvellous powers of resiliency and recuperation, and his-}, 
tory has an uncanny habit of repeating itself. 

Wars do not last forever and sooner or later the fabric of 
our commerce will again be found licking its wounds and 
those wounds will not prove fatal; they will, as always in 
the past, heal. 

We have endeavoured to attune the rates of the EVEN-], 
ING ECHO to the times and are confident that they will}: 
make their appeal to the Shanghai public. 

We trust that we may merit the very encouraging sup- 
port which we have so far been accorded, both from those 
who have already enrolled themselves as subscribers, and 
from advertisers.

I refer to page 112 of the issue of the China 


Weekly Review of toeday's date, to wnich I drew your attention 
this morning. I note that you have ordered the immediate 
seizure of all copies. I entirely agree. 

On June 24 I wrote to the sditor drawing his 
attention to the undesirable nature of an article appearing 
in the previous issue which dealt with Colonel Hashimoto. 
This article contained derogatory references to the Imperial 
Family of Japan. The caption under the photograph on 
page 112 of toeday's issue invites the attention of readers 
to the previous article against which the Council protested. 
In my Opinion the publication of this caption warrants the 
Council in suspending forthwith the publication of the 
China Weekly Review. 

Only one question causes me difficulty. I tave 
just received a letter fromiMr. J.B. Powell, a copy of which 
I enclose. You will note that this letter is dated 
June 27, 1941, and that in it Mr. Powell states that he 
has only just received my letter of June 24. In my opinion 
this is no excuse. I find that my letter was in fact 
delivered on the morning of June 26. There should be some 
machinery to secure that letters addressed to the Editors 
of newspapers are opened and dealt with without delay. 
Moreover, even if Mr. Powell only received my letter 
yesterday, it should still have been practicable for him 
to take steps to suppress to-day's issue or at least tender 


immediate apologies to the Council.

I am just in receipt of your letter of 
dune 24th referring to 4n article which we published in our 
issue of June 2ist referring to two well Imown Japanese, Col. 
Kingoro Hashimoto of the Japanese Army, and Toshio Shiratori 
who is an advisor to the Tokyo Foreign Office. 


This article was a condensation of three 
articles which previously appeared in well known journals in 
the United States, TIME, ASIA and the NEW YORK TIMES. One of 
the articles in TIME was & summary of a series which previously 
had been syndicated all over the United States by Wilfrid 
Fleisher former Editor of the Japan Advertiser, ani corres- 
pondent for the New York Herald-Tribune in Tokyo for many 
years. 


Since the article we published was a conden- 
sation of articles previously published in reputable journals 
in the United States, which had been distributed here as well 
as in Japan several weeks and months ago, I had no idea that 
the reprinting of the articles here would cause any complica- 
tions, particularly in view of the fact that the activities of 
the two Japanese officers referred to are quite well known 
and & matter of general knowledge both in Japan and the United 
States. In the case of one of the men, other members of the 
organization with which he is connected have been prosecuted 
in the courts of Japan. 


In reading over the article as it appeared in 
our paper, I see that we perhaps did not make it sufficiently 
clear that it was a re-print and not an original article. The 
inscription under the picture of Col. Hashimoto stated it was 
from Time Magazine, but we also should have indicated the 
origi source in the text of the article. 


I assume that the Japanese complaint was based 
on a reference to the Emperor of Japan which appeared in the 
second column of the article. This text was reproduced fram 
the article in ASIA Magazine. In reproducing it, we obviously 
had no intention of publishing anything that might be considered 
disrespectful of H.E. the Enperor of Japan. 


I admit there might be a difference of opinion 
on the matter of publishing such articles in Shanghai, but it 
appears to the writer that the best way to combat such influences 
as displayed by these Japanese officials, is to make the matter 


public. I am sure that if certain Japanese officers and 
politicians were advocating wa¥ against Great Britain you 
would also agree that their activities should be exposed in 
no uncertain manner, otherwise more serious developments 
might occur. 


I wish to thank you for bringing the matter to 
my attention. I have cautioned our staff against re-printing 
articles referring to Japan which have appeared in newspapers 
in the United States or Great Britain, without clearly indica- 
ting the source of the information.

Closed Gambling Dens Rumored to 
Reopen on Payment of $100,000 Each 


a ies long-discussed closure of gambling houses in the “‘bad- 
lands” district was finally put into effect on the night of 

Saturday, June 15—but when the excitement had died down 
it was discovered that those responsible for the closing act had 
overlooked two important places: the palatial China Club at 29 
Tifeng Road and Farrcns, 325 Great Western Road. 


There were two explanations regatding the failure of the 
Japanese authorities to close the China Club—that it serves as head- 
quarters for Wang Ching-wei politicians when they are in Shanghai ; 
sa ae proprictors of the China Club paid somebody the sum of 

100,000. 


Failure of the Japancse to close Farrens, which also is located 
in territory controlled by the Japanese army was due, according 
to rumor, to the fact that the resort is patronized largely by foreigners 
and allegedly has some form of foreign protection. Of the two 
proprictors of Farrens, E. T. Riley, local slot-machine ‘“‘king,”’ 
is either an American or a Briton, while his partner, Joe Farren 
is a Hungarian. It was reported that Mr. Farren and a foreign 
attorney visited a high Japanese official, who provided him with 
a special license to continue in operation despite the closing order 
which affected the other resorts. Messrs. Riley and Farren are 
the only foreigners who have “muscled-in’’ on the gambling 
business since the Japanese occupied this area. 


Since one gambling and opium-smoking joint, known as 
“Honeymoon,” located at 42 Great Western Road, had already 
closed due to lack of patronage, the number affected by the latest 
shut down was nine, aside from a number of small places catering 
to coolies in Jessfield village. 


Various rumors have been in circulation regarding the cir- 
cumstances surrounding the Japanese action in closing the bad- 
lands resorts, the most significant being that the order to close 
originated in Tokyo and was conveyed to the Japancse military 
authorities here by special messenger, who arrived by plane from 
the Japanese Capital. The report that the Japanese authorities — 
contemplated this action appeared in The Review on June 8 along 
with a list of the places to be closed and three “favored” places 
which were to be permitted to operate. Of the three (see Page 
54, issue of June 8) only one, The China Club, has remained open. 
As stated in a previous reference to the China Club, it was regarded 
as successor to the Asia Club, which operated inside the International 
Settlement for more than a year without interference on the part 
of the police authorities—on the ground that it had Japanese pro- 
tection. This however, was denied by the Japanese consular , 
authorities, and the place closed after their attention had been called 
to the’ situation. 


A special circumstance in connection with the closure action 
on the night of June 15, was the commandeering of all pistols in 
the possession of the gangsters who have provided “protection” 
to the various places. It was rumored that there were more than 
2,000. of these armed gangsters, many of whom operated as robbers 
and hold-up men in their off-hours when they were not busy pro-: 
tecting gambling houses. 


According to information provided by an assistant in one 
of the houses, the military police seized all of the pistols in the 
possession of the joints on the early morning of Sunday, June 16, | 
following which the closure orders were issued. According to) 
a report in The China Press derived from police circles, many of the 
resorts wete visited by contingents of Japanese Gendarmes, who 
impressed upon the proprietors the fact that the orders were genuine © 
and were not an attempt to collect back “taxes” as had occurred 
when- previous closure orders had been issued. The impression | 
prevails, however, that the closures are to be tempotaty and that» 
all places may rcopen shortly, as evidenced in the fact that the China 
Club and Farrens have been permitted to remain open. The pro- 
prietors of some of the closed resorts alleged that they had been 
informed—secretly—that they might be permitted to reopen, provided 
they handed over the sum of $100,000. As the officials refused to 

ive any assutancess of future protection, even’ though the | 
$100,000 was paid over, the proprictors, following a { 
conference, decided to remain closed for the present, i

RESUME OF “A PRIVATE AFFAIR." 


lige :hilip KOHN belongs to Class C of the immigrants,i.ee 
he arrived here with US$800 and consquently did not have to 
struggle as hard as we pioneers who went from boat to camp, 
and then without support from anybody built an existence in 
an alien city. To the surprise all Jewish newspapermen 
KOHN suddenly began to publish Juedische Nachrichtenblatt, 

a paper which due to financial losses had ceased publication. 
This was done although the committees had promised us to 

keep the paper down in return for which we allowed the various 
committees and the Gemeinde free printing space for its 
weekly notifications. In view of the fact that every advert 
we lost meant a further blow to our already gorry financial 
state, we were forced into an alliance with the illustrious 
Mr. KOHN, which resulted in his and Guenther LENHARDT's 
attempt to force me out of the business. Internal friction, 
mismanagement, etc., resulted in my having to mortgage the 
paper to KOHN who thus gained a controliing interest in the 
enterprise. 

Several weeks ago Kohn declared he was in financial 
straits and on May 29 I was informed that 8 Uhr Abdendblatt 
would cease ,;ublication on May 31. According to the 
agreement formed between Kohn and myself, it was specified 
that should losses for a three-month period amount to more 
than one-quarter of the running costs of the paper, publication 
would ceasee However & profit and loss account compiled 
by me on April 4 clearly showed that the paper was making a 
monthly profit of $750. Naturally I objected to Kohn's 
decision. Nevertheless the unbelievable happened and 8 Uhr 
Abendblatt stopped, the reason given being that the paper 
did not comply with the standard needed for a modern political 


newspaper. This statement was made notwithstanding the fact 


that KOHN was partly responsible for the direction of the 


papere 

In the meantime preparations were made to publish 
@ new and more expensive paper. These preparations were 
made secretly. This was intended to be the last stab in 
the pack. The advertisers of 8 Uhr Abendblatt were 
even won over. 

The fact that I have for well over two years employed 
and in arly 1939 given private financial assistance to Mr. 
Guenther LENHARDT, who used to display proudly a Nazi 
Party badge in the Third Reich and never attached much value 
to his real name of LEVY, did not stop him from double-crossing

This unfair attempt to liquidate me will soon be heard 
in the courst of arbitrationand I think it is only fair that 
subscribers who have been fair to me for the pest 27 months

TIENTSIN, Sept. 28.—As 2 
result of extensive raids in 
the British and French Con- 
cessions conducted by the 
|Japanese who arrested more 
than a hundred Chinese in- 
cluding a former high official, 
the United States Consul- 
General, Mr. John K. Caldwell, 
lodged vigorous representa- 
tions today. with the Japanese 
Consul-Generak over the un- 
warranted ransacking by arm- 
ed Japanese of the offices of 
two American concerns, the 
United Press and the Ameri- 
can Radio Service, and the 
ithreatening of Mr. W. A. B. 
‘Nichols, well-known Ameri- 
‘ean, by a Japanese with a 
‘revolver. 

Mr. Oaidwell also informed 
the State Department at Wash- 
ington of the incidents after 
both the United Press and the 
American Radio Service had 
informed him of thé” tnusual 
events during the morning. 
The offices of the United Press 

and the American Radio Service, 
which are lecated in the same build- 
ing, which is in the British Con- 
cession were raided and ransacked 
‘py six armed plainclothes Japanese, 
l|apparently gendarmes,. early this 
' morning. . The raids were carried 
out without ‘any warrants. 

| _ American’ Fhreatenéd 

One. American, -Mr. .W.A.B.Ni- 
chols, owner of the American Radio 
Service, was threatened ty the J&p- 
anese with 9. revolier when ie. ord- 
ered-the Jepanese aut of the buiic- 
ing.“& Ciitnese UM oF the United:

This correspondent was watching ’ 
Japanese carrying out other raids in . 
the British-Gonoession when he was 
informed that his own” office had 
beer raided and ransaciced.

‘He rushed back to find the 
United Press office in a chactic 
state. Drawers of desks wers 
opened and papers, within the 
filing cabinets. were serambied. 
| He found no Japanese in the 

office since they had just lfef!. 

The searching of the two Ameri~ 
can offices without producing of 
warrants apparently was the only 
inconvenience suffered by foreign, 
firms in course of widespread 
search raids by Japanese in both 
the British and French Concessions. 

100 Chinese ,Arrested 

Although both the British and 
French’ authorities: maintained the 
closest silence on the surprise raids 
and the ‘strange action of the Jiup- 
anese, at least 100 Chinese wers 
arrested by the Japanese. 

No exact ' figures* of ‘arrested 
men could be pb§ginesl. trom 
either the British or French |! 
authorities. This correspcndent, | 
however, saw some forty Chin- 
«st, handcuffed and shackled, 
beir'g herded through the Bri- 
tish Cencession. 

The Chinese, looked extremety 
vorricd and seemed exceedingly 
niserahle. 


Former Official Held 


Mr. Wang Ju-shi, former head of 
the Chines2 Telegraph Administra- 
sion, was arrested by the Japanese 
n c)-operation with the French 
Police. 

Mr. Wang is at present detained 
at the French Police headquarters 
sending interrogation by the 
Japanese. 

Japanes2? quarters alleged that 
Mr. Wane is the local leader of 
Chinese still connected with the 
Chinese National Government. He 
was arrested in his residence in the 
French Concession and taken to 
‘the French Police headquarters. He 
is In a very weak candition because 
he has been ill for a month. 

Scme sixty Japanese participated 
in the raids in th2 French and 
British Concessions. Unltke the 
Japanese in the British Concession, 
the Japunese carrying out raids 
in the French Concession were 

;most careful to keep within the 
bounds of the special permits 
issued by the French. 


Detained In British Jail 


British Police refused to discuss 
the raids, but said that al} of the 
,Chinese arrested in the British 
Concession “are at present detained 
in the British jail pending further 
investigation,” 

Both French and British Conces- 
sion authorities said that they were 
unable to predict when the raids 
, would cease. 

Japanese sources said that the! 
Japanese had rounded up ail the 
remaining anti-Japanese terrorists 
in Tientsin following the escape cof 
numerous alleged Chungking agents 
at the start of the restrictions 
|against the Concessions. 
| Japanese quarters claimed that 
they were forced’ to take this 
action because of information that 
Chungking had ordered the ter- 
rorists to create disturbances behind 
the Japanese lines. 

Nichels Well-known 

Mr. Nichols, one of the best 
known Americans here and taown 
to thousands of tourists i1 his 
capacity as owner of th? firm 
manufacturing Nichols rug~, took a/| 
firm stand against the serching of | 
the offices of the Amer.can Radio 
Service. 

Althcugh armed Jap2nsne pointed 
their revclvers at him in a threaten- 
ing manner. he ordered them out 
of the building at 142 Victoria 
Road, in the British Concession. 
This building houses both the 
American Radio €ervice and the 
United Press. ‘ 


Mr. Nichols prevented the Jap- 
anese from seizing « number ctl 
radio messages, most of them be- 
longing to American business com- 
panies here. althoveh fhe Jananese 
threatened him with their guns, 

In both American offices the 
armed Japanese ransacked private 
files, reading letters, messages and 
other private papers, 

The Japanese, who presented no 
credentials or search warrant, re-: 
fused to leave the American offices | 
until the British chief of police 
had been called to the scene. 

The British police explained later 
that they had sanctioned a Japan- 
ese raid for ‘“anti-Japanese ele-| 
ments” on 142 Victoria Road with- 
out realizing that the offices of two 
American and one French com- 
panies were housed in the building. 


Exceed Righls 


British police said the Japanese 
had exceeded their rights which 
permitted only two Japanese to 
enter the building. 

Japanese quarters claimed that 
numerous anfi-dJapanese elements 
had been rounded up ky noon, but 
the raids were still continuing. 
{The British police apparently are 
permitting the Japanese to take 
custody of all Chinese whom the 
Japanese claim to be “anti-Japan- 
ese,” 

Eoth victimized American com- 
panies have asked the American 
and British authorities in Tientsin 
to investigate the incitents and 
take appropriate action. 

The Japanese raids, involvinz 
more serious viclation of private 
American business affairs than has 
been suffered here even by British 
ccmpanies during the anti-British 
campaign, are being reported te 
the State Department in Washing- 
ton. 

The American Radio Service has 
provided American and cher for- 
eign businessmen in Tientsin with 
facilities for uncensored business 
messages since Japanese censors 
were installed in other communica- 
tions offices here, The company 
was authorized by the local British 
authorities, 

Tne Japanese raids on American 
and other British Concession offi- 
ces today ccincided with the ar- 
rival here of Admiral Thomas C. 
* Hart, Commander-in-Chief of the 
US. Asiatic Fleet, from  Peiping. 
_Admiral Hart was en route to 
-Chinwangtao to join his flagship, 
‘the U.S.S, Augusta.

I.R.C. Office | 
| May Open In 
Ho ngkong 


Mr. Edouard Egle, Gelegate of the 
International Red Cross in Shang- 
hai, left for Hongkong yesterday 
with a view to establishing an I.R.C. 
office in that port and also to bring 
about a regular flow of mails and 
funds to prisoners of war and in- 
ternees in Hongkong, it was learnt 
yesterday. 

Mr. Egle disclosed that he would 
remain in Hongkong for one month 
or perhaps a little longer and that 
during his absence, enquiries in 
connection with the Shanghai Inter- 
national Red Cross should be re- 
ferred to Miss J. E. Satoh, his per- 
sonal secretary, Mr. Egle said that 
the local branch of the LR.C. will 
continue to function under its de- 
partmental heads. 

On the eve of his departure, Mr. 
Egle expressed confidence that he 
would receive the same courtesy 
énd help from the Hongkong auth- 
orities in his work, as he had re- 
ceived here, adding a word of thanks 
to the “very kind and generous” | 
attitude of the local Japanese auth- | 
orities towards the work of the 
local LR.C. branch. 


Regular Mails 

He disclosed that he hoped to 
complete plans for the establish- 
ment of an office of the Internation- 
al Red Cross Committee of Geneva 
in Hongkong and also to secure the 
permission of the Japanese authori- 
ties there for initiating a regular 
mail service to facilitate the postage 
of mails, funds and parcels for war 
prisoners and civilian internees. 

In the meantime, the next batch 
of mail and parcels for U.S. prison- 
ers in the Woosung and Kiangwan 
areas is slated for delivery on June 
25. These deliveries are being 
effected by the Internationa] Red 
Cross and in the future, regular. de- 
liveries, twice a month, on the 10th 
and 25th, will be effected. At the 
present time, each prisoner may 
send only one letter and two post 
cards in reply every three months, 
if was learnt.
